EAST TIMOR SITUATION LAMENTED

(Fditorial: "A Long-Delayed Solution"/ 


[Text] The East Timor case is one of the most unusual and revolting that we 
have seen in the past few years, and there has been no determination and 
courage needed to find a solution demanded by the circumstances. 


The invasion of Indonesian troops caused no less than 200,000 victims and 

according to the international Catholic movement Pax Christi--in a document 
made public now—after 1978 over 100,000 persons had to leave the mountains 
to go to urban centers, while over 250,000 persons sought refuge in various 
parts of the country. As the hostilities intensify, starvation and terror 


assume greater proportions. 


In view of the seriousness of the situation, the problem is again being 
debated by international forums, under the sponsorship of the United Nations. 
Forty-three cuuntries making up the Human Rights Commission, meeting in Geneva, 
took up the matter. Several wzember states unequivocally defend the right to 
independence. However, Indonesia is inflexible under the pretext that this has 
been granted already and that the present conditions are "more prosperous than 
during the Portuguese colonial regime." They even accuse our country of hav- 
ing abandoned East Timor in 1975 when we delivered the weapons to a single 
party, the FRETILIN (Revolutionary Front for East Timor Independence/ . Simi - 
lar statements were made, among others, by Bangladesh and Australia. They 
consider that East Timor has already achieved self-determination. 


‘he two theses confront each other. There are irreconcilable differences. 

The project presented in Geneva is peremptory in reasserting the inalienable 
right of the people of Timor to freely determine their future and at the same 
time it calls upon all concerned parties, including Portugal, to cooperate 
with the United Nations in implementing this objective, which is being delayed 


in becoming reality. 


Through Ambassador Fernando Reino, head of our delegation, Portugal, which 
like Indonesia only has the status of observer, alluded to the significance 
and scope of the resolutions of the UN Security Council and General Assembly, 
sointing out in this connection that the denial of self-determinat ion 








“constitutes the real cause of the many violations" that occurred there. He 
also added that our line of conduct—which in international opinion circles 
was called serious, impartial and opportune—-was guided by "concern for 
human solidarity," because this was a case of "moral and national duty." 
However, what is a regrettable fact is that since the beginning of the 
tragedy sufficient time has already elapsed to arrive at a positive conclu- 
sion, overcoming the impasse motivated by successive unimportant initiatives. 
The atrocities that have been committed do not correspond to the hypocritical 
rhetoric of unfulfilled promises and good intentions, because we do not see 
even a satisfactory hypothesis for a prospect of change in this atmosphere 

of uncertainty. 


Therefore, what is imperative is to pass from words to action without delay, 
so that we can obtain as soon as possible an adequate cesponse that will put 
an end to the horrible suffering of a people subjected to conflicts of inter- 
national interests, without being able to decide their own destiny in freedom 


and security.

commander of KOPKAMTIB), Norman Sasono (former commander of Military Region 
V/Jakarta), and M Kharis Soehoed (chief of staff for civilian assignments 

in the Ministry of Defense and Security).

DETAILS OF KAMPUCHEA'S AGRICULTURE PUBLISHED

LArticle by Xuan Noi: "Kampuchean Agriculture: New Elements Now Being Multi- 
plied" 


[ Text | Restoring the Cultivated Area 


In its national revival and economic restoration, Kampuchea's agriculture plays 
a great role. Food production has repulsed hunger, gradually met needs, 
Stabilized tne people's living conditions, and provided raw materials for tne 
operation of factories. The state purchases and controls a large quantity of 
food to provide to the state sector and the army. During this year's dry sea- 
son at the rural and urban markets there is much food available at stable 
prices. The temporary sufficiency of food has stimulated the all-round 
development of agriculture, including industrial crops, animal husbandry, 
fishing,and forestry, and has created conditions for the operation of the 
other economic sectors. Under the Pol Pot regime animal husbandry suffered a 
terrible setback. After the liberation, in many areas there could be heard 
not even a single rooster crowing. Now there are more than 1 million cattie, 
420,000 water buffaloes, and 500,000 hogs in the nation. Poultry have 
developed rapidly and are cheaper than por. The fishing sector has attained 
an output of more than 70,000 tons, about equal to the highest total prior to 
1970. The rubber-growing area has been restored and nearly 10,000 nectares 
have been brought into production. 


During the first year after the liberation, the peasants began the 10th month 
production season with many difficulties. There was a shortage of productior. 
tools. Famine threatened. After nearly 4 years of being maltreated, every- 
one’s health had deteriorated. The material-technical tases, especially water 
conservancy, which had always been very few in numbers, were devastated by Pol 
Pot. Practically no healthy young workers with technical training survived. 
The social production level was lowered and set back several decades. 


The revolutionary administration made great efforts to help the peasants, 
promulgated effective policies, and promoted production. The people of Vietnam 
have gone all-out to provide seeds, production tools, etc., to their friends 
so that they could overcome the difficulties. The heroic people of Kampuchea 
worked diligently at clearing wasteland. Many people, including Vietnamese 
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that the rice seeds can sprout and blossom. The cultivated area has increased 
rapidly. In 1979 the country as a whole planted only 650,000 nectares, but in 
1981 that total increased to 1.6 million in hectares and in 1982 it reached 
more than 1.8 million. 


Within only 4 years after the liberation the rural areas had three successful 
harvests. The people have enough to eat, and many areas have agricultural 
commodities to sell to the state and exchange on the market. The countryside 
has been reconstructed. The fields are lush and healthy. The people's mate- 
rial and spiritual lives have clearly improved. Those advances have bound 
the peasants closely to the new regime. They have confidence in the Party and 
defend tne revolutionary administration. No hostile strength can destroy that 
solidarity and unanimity. 


The Implementation of Intensive Cultivation Measures: Water Conservancy is the 
Foremost Measure 


Kampuchea's agriculture has always been rather heavily dependent on nature. It 
practically had a monoculture system with many varieties of rice, with floating 
rice accounting for about 15.5 percent and was grown by extensive cultivation. 
There was a great need for water conservancy, but on 2.5 million hectares of 
rice land there were only of rice land there were only 1,037 dams and 64 large 
and small pumping stations. Pol Pot constructed a numberof water conservancy 
projects, but they were left unfinished or were ineffective. 


In order to gradually advance agriculture, the Kampuchean state has adopted the 
policy of restoring and developing agricultural production along three lines: 
during the first years it positively cleared wasteland and restored the culti- 
vated area; gradually applied intensive cultivation technical measures, froma 
low level to a high level; and expanded the dry-season area and endeavored to 
transform that season into a principal production season. The Kampuchean 
peoz;le have overcome all difficulties and brought under cultivation nearly 2 
million hectares. That is a great accomplishment. 


Intensive cultivation is an arduous struggle. Harvests are not uniform and 
rice yields are less than a ton a hectare. The weather and climate a rather 
favorable for tropical agriculture. But if the people do not master the 
Situation, advantages become difficulties. Kampuchea has two distinct season: 
a dry season and a rainy season. There is drought for 5 or 6 consecutive 
months. But at the end of the year there is continuous rein, which is not 
distributed uniformly. At Phnom Penh there are about 1,400 millimeters of 
rainfall, which amounts to as many as 5,000 milimeters in the high-altitude 
mountainous areas. The soil is fertile but most planting takes place in the 
rainy season. During the dry season there are no sources of water. The 
climate is favorable and there is ample sunlight the year round, but that can- 
not be exploited because there is a lack of technical works to cantrol nature. 


To advance agriculture, the Kampuchean people have both struggled to gradually 
eliminate the customs of extensive cultivation, lackadasical work habits, rely- 
ing on nature, and “waiting for the rice to grow," and endeavored to build the 
necessary initial material-technical bases and encourage the peasants to apply 





such ordinary intensive cultivation techniques as planting on schedule with 
the proper density, and knowing how to spread manure and green fertilizer in 
combination with chemical fertilizer; weeding at the right time and with the 
correct technique; knowing how to build embankments to retain water and fight 
drouhgt, etc. The technical revolution is advancing on two fronts: introduc- 
ing new, high-yield rice varieties and building water conservancy projects, in 
combination with gradually changing the 10th month season variety structure 
and expanding the dry season area. Today, when one goes to a rural area, in 
the fertile lowlands or in the high-lying areas, which is encountering diffi- 
culties with regard to water, one can see that two movements are developing 
rather seethingly: using new varieties and building water conservancy pro- 
jects. The IR36 variety, which ordinarily produces yields of three to four 
tons -- or as many as six or seven tons -- per hectare, was the first variety 
to sow confidence in the revolution. 


Many high-yield, short-term varieties, such as "day-a," 73-2, etc., are also 
being tried out. The adding of one short-term rice crop in the 10th month 
season has contributed to rapidly increasing grain output. The peasants of 
Co Po Penh Village put out only 12 hectares of early rice but obtained an 
additional per-capita output of 225 kilograms. With the results attained 

in 1962, this year Samrong Tong District in Kompong Speu Province increased 
its early rice area to between 4,000 and 5,000 hectares. By means of ordinary 
intensive cultivation measures the district will have more than 10,000 tons 


of additional commodity rice. 


Water conservancy is regarded es a foremost measure. The principal emphasis 

is on small water conservancy projects, combined with building up fields ina 

manner appropriate to each production area, from small areas to large areas, 

to create conditions for specialized, intensive cultivation agriculture. The 

building of water conservancy projects has become a mass movement which is 

carried out with close cooperation between the people and the state. Models 

regarding intensive cultivation, the increasing of growing seasons, and the 

ase of new, nigh-yield rice varieties, from a village to a certain area, dis- 

trict, or province, are being multiplied. With the application of ordinary 

intensive cultivation measures, 10th month season rice yields have have 

exceeded a ton per hectare. One province attained an average yield of 17 to 

18 quintals, thus contributing to rapidly increasing grain output. The frater- 

nal relationship between the Nam Bo provinces in Vietnam and the Kampuchean 
rovinces is a factor whicn has contributed to promoting the gradual advance 

of the tecnnical revolution in agriculture. Vietnamese agricultural techni- 

clans with experience in tne intensive cultivation of rice in the Red River 

and Mekong deltas are close, reliable friends of the peasants of the Kampucnean 


People’s Republic. 
An Appropriate Form of Organining Agricultural Production Management 


More than 3 million Kampuchean peasants have been organized into 106,500 
production solidarity teams. That is an organizational form consisting of 10 
+9 15 families which assist one another in production management. That form

*s appropriate to the present level of the peasants. The form of the produc- 
‘ior solidarity team varies, depending on the aspirations of the peopie. in 
me paaces there is distribution of products depending on the number of work 











days. Land and tools are owned collectively and distributions are made accord- 
ing to labor (labor in this case is categorized as healthy or weak, and there 
are as yet no labor norms or labor-calculating standards). In some places the 
teams are responsible for such tasks as soil preparation, water conservancy, 
the prevention and fighting of insects and disease, etc. The families do the 
rest of the tasks and do the harvesting. In some places the peasants work in- 
dividually. The peasants decide what form is to be used. The Kampuchean 
Ministry of Agriculture has adopted the policy of helping teams which dis- 
tribute according to labor to improve the quality of management, above all to 
raise their level of labor management and help them categorize labor and keep 
workpoint records. The teams which apply the other flexible forms must be 
given specific guidance in determining the tasks to be carried out by the 
teams. The teams are responsible for distributing state materials provided by 
the state for the peasants and borrow money from the bank so that tne peasants 
can buy water buffaloes, cattle, and tools. After the harvec= the peasants 
make the payments for which the team is responsible. In many places the cadres 
and peasants like that organizational form and think that it is the form most 
appropriate to the present level of the peasants and encourages workers to 
develop production. No matter what form the production solidarity teams began 
with, they have had a great effect and have helped and encouraged one another 
in production, unified the rural areas, and protected the hamlets and villages. 
Many places combined the consolidation of production solidarity teams with 
encouraging the peasants to develop the family economy. 





The party and government of Kampuchea regard the consolidation of the peasants’ 
production solidarity teams as a revolutionary mission which is intended to 
promote production, stabilize the situation in the rural areas, organize and 
educate the peasants, and build revolutionary armed forces at the base level. 
It is an organizational form to begin to bring peasants into collective pro- 
duction along the lines of socialisn. 


Kampuchean agriculture has great potential for all-round development, but its 
two main strengths are grain and rubber. In order to restore and develop the 
nations's economy. The Kampuchean Revolutionary People's Party has adopted 
the policy of beginning with agriculture, making agriculture the central con- 
cern in stabilizing and raising the living standards of the people, supplying 
Yaw materials for industry, and contributing to the creation of sources of 
initial accumulation for industrial development. 


Millions of diligent and creative peasants are transforming that policy into 
revolutionary actions and have won great victories. There is a real basis 
for the desire to rapidly restore the existing cultivated area and increase 
the present rice yield by 50 percent within the next few years. New elements 
which are being combined and are developing their effectiveness in the produc- 
tion solidarity teams in the model villages and districts will be models and 
banners which guide and inspire the agricultural production movement to ad- 
vance to the attainment of the norms that have been set forth.

VER REPORTS GAIN AGAINST INSURGENCY

Text] Gen. Fabian C. Ver, APP chief of staff, said yesterday that the New 
eople's Army (NPA) and Moro National Liberation Front (MNLF) are now avoiding 
.rontal clashes with government forces in Mindanao. 


Ver attributed this to the military's two-pronged approach to insurgency in 
Southern Philippines called "Operation Plan Katatagan." This was launched by 
the Armed Forces and is aimed at “winning the hearts and minds of the people, 


hrough military operation and civilian relations, he said. 





Ver just arrived from Cotabato where he personally accepted the surrender of 
4 rebels and the turnover of their firearms. 


He said the recent deployment of marines in Davao and other parts of Mindanao 
have forced NPA and MNLF rebels to avoid frontal clashes with government troop- 


ers. 


Camp Aguinaldo sources said the new battalions sent to Mindanao consist of ex- 
perts in ranger operations and guerrilla tactics. 


Ver said the NPA and the MNLF have been visibly hurt by the new counteroffen- 
sive mounted by the AFP in the area. 


‘rig. Gen Jose P. Magno, Jr., commanding general of the Central Mindanao Com- 
mand, reported to Ver and Defense Minister Juan Ponce Enrile that rebeis in 
Davao del Norte have retreated to their mountain hideouts when the Marines 


applied pressure on them. 


col Dionisio TanGatue, PC-INP Region XI commander, said local military authori- 
ties attributed their victory in the counter-insurgency drive to the citizens

NORTHCOM COMMANDER SPELLS OUT POLICIES

[Text] Echague, Isabela, March 5--Brig. Gen. Alexander Felix, new commanding 
general of the Northern command, said yesterday he will give high priority to 
the protection of civil rights in the campaign against insurgency. 


Felix also said he is for a strong fist against hardened dissidents and crimi- 
nals, as well as abusive military officers and men. 


He spelled out his position on civil rights and against hardline rebels and 
abusive soldiers at a command conference here, the first he called since he 


took over Northcom last March l. 


The meeting was attended by Brig. Gen. Vicente Custodio and Brig. Cen. Victorino 
Azada, commanders of PC Regions II and I, respectively, Col. Manuel Ribo, 
commander of the lst Army Brigade, and their general staff officers. 


Felix said “respect for the people's rights and dignity, coupled with economic 
development, make up the principal key to the solution to the insurgency 


problem." 


Poverty alone does not force a man to rise against his government, he said. 
It is only when his rights are abused that he takes to the hills, he explained. 


Felix served a strong notice to members of his command that he would apply the 
full force of law against any military men or policemen guilty of violating 


civil rights. 


In the drive against dissidence, Felix said he is for more civil relations as 
embodied in the AFP "Operation Plan Katatagan,"” which calls for a mailed-fist 
policy against hardened rebels and criminals, and a soft heart for the people, 
including dissidents, returning to government fold.

COLUMNIST VIEWS OPLE'S FUTURE

[Text] Sources of this column say that Labor Minister Blas F. Ople is on his 
way out. The President and the First Lady are reportedly irked over some 
statements made by the labor minister. Ople has been heard saying for several 
times that he is groomed to be the next president of the Republic. 


Certainly, there is nothing wrong with being ambitious. Men should be or they 
will live their lives in vain. Political ambition, however, should be kept 
under wraps lest those that will potentially be hurt could hurt you first. 
The case of Ople if true, may be a very good case in point. 


There is much credence to this report because there is an obvious image-making 
campaign launched by Ople in the metropolitan papers. Haven't you noticed that 
the labor minister has been making himself very visible in the front pages of 


national papers the past days. 


An informant of this column, who is a denizen in the Manila corridors of power, 
said that Kokoy Romualdez has told Ople that he will be booted out. 


Political observers, however, believed Ople could engineer a graceful exit. He 
might as well accept the draft for presidency of the International Labor Organi- 
zation (ILO). ILO election is set on November this year. But he needs the en- 
dorsement of President Marcos. In most international organizations, like 

the ILO, aspirants for top positions must necessarily be recommended by their 


heads of state. 


If Ople is going out, who will most likely succeed him? Speculations could run 
wild. Of course a segment of Cebuanos could pin their hopes on Democratic 
Mendoza, top leader of the country's biggest labor group, ALU, and president 

of the government-supported TUCP. Mendoza does not lack presidential connec- 
tions. After all, Malacanang has acknowledged his unstinted support to the 
Marcoses back to the old days when Marcos was not yet as Marcos as he is now. 
Prominently mentioned as a probable successor should Ople be relieved finally 
is former Leyte Congressman Nanding Veloso who is known to be a close relative 
of the First Lady. Other than being a relative, however, Veloso does not seem 
to have the stature for the job. But still things like this could happen 


under the Marcos administration. 
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The more likely candidate, therefore, is someone who is relatively young but 
astute enough to be able to weave through the intricacies of high office. 
Someone who is not old enough tc lose dynamism, vigor and creativity. Someone 
who could inject the much needed shot in the arm to the labor front. And more 
than all someone who can talk and be understood in the slum areas as much as 
he could talk and be understood in the palace corridors. 


Is there someone like that? 


Someone whose politics and political standing could very well fit in the poli- 
tical drift which current is propelled by the national leadership's plan of 
succession. There is, of course. A man born in Biliran, grew up in Cebu, and 
made a name for himself. I have a strong feeling that such kind of a man is 

in the person of Deputy Trade Minister Gerardo S. ~aree who is also the Admin- 
istrator of the EPZA. 


If my intuition is right, Espina could very well be the labor minister anytime 
soon. And if this will come to pass, I am quite sure that he is just the per- 
son needed to man the ramparts of the labor front that can be trusted by both 
labor and business alike.

NATIONAL PLANNING OUTLOOK

[Article by Vicente Foz: "A National Plan: Coping With the Year 2000") 


[Excerpt] By the year 2000, 70 to 69 million Filipinos will be crawling in 
this land. Every square kilometer will teem with about 233.4 men, women, and 
children. Metro Manila, now congested with an average of 8,395 persons per 
square kilometer, will be bursting with 15,342.2 people per square kilometers. 


The national housing shortage will be more than 11.4 million. With increasing 
population will come other problems, like food insufficiency, environmental 
pollution, urban blight and congestion in urban centers. 


How does the Philippines prepare for the year 2000? 


In the National Multi-Year Human Settlements Plan, which is considered good up 
to the year 2000, the Ministry of Human Settlements, with the help of its agen- 
cies and other government offices, has spelled out the strategies to guide the 
growth and development patterns for the next two decades. 


Giving flesh to the national framework plan are 12 plans for the country's 
regions. 


The basis for drawing up such a national plan is the very law creating the 
Ministry of Human Settlements in 1977. The law mandated the MHS to prepare the 
olan to translate the National Economic and Development Authority development 
plan into “spatial and temporal terms," based on the locational distribution 

of national resources, including energy; population, climate and productive 


capacity. 


The same law transformed into the Human Settlements Regulatory Commission the 
Human Settlements Commission which was earlier formed by President Marcos to 
formulate similar national plans. Still earlier, the President had set up a 
task force on human settlements which studied the nature, policy issues and 
strategies for a cowprehensive and integrative human settlements program. 


A human settlements plan refers to the major goals, objectives, and policies 
for planning human settlements, translated into a broad program of physical 
planning activities, programs and projects, including phasing, priorities and 


financing. 
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The human settlements approach has been defined as the physical planning, im- 
provement and management of human settlements, which includes consideration 
of shelter and related facilities affecting habituality and efficiency from 
the viewpoints of quality of life and social and economic opportunity. 





On the other hand, physical planning means "the art and science of ordering 
and managing the use of land and its environment ani the character and siting 
of pduildings and communication routes, to secure the maximum practical degree 
of economy, convenience and beauty." 


The specific objectives of the national and regional plans are to provide 

easy access to food, employment, housing, health, education, welfare and other 
amenities to the majority, if not all Filipinos; to reduce disparities in in- 
come and resource within and among regions, and to maintain the quality of air, 
water and land by instituting ecological standards to guide the different sec- 


tors of the economy. 


A three-thronged approach is urged: countryside development, regional integra- 
tion and resource utilization and management. The first stresses a development 
program throughout the country which will reserve the benefits and the wealth 


of resources in the areas.

BANK RESOURCES REPORTED

.\Text] Despite trying conditions, the Philippine National Bank (PNA) last year 
expanded its assets to P58 billion, a 29.5-percent increase from P44.8 billion 


in 1981. 


The asset growth is one of the highlights of the operations of the bank re- 
ported to stockholders by PNB chairman Gerardo Sicat and president P.O. Domingo. 


The PNB, which is almost 100 percent owned by the government, will hold its 
stockholders’ meeting on March 8 to elect new directors. 


Half of the asset growth, according to the two PNB officials, is reflected in - 
?6.6-billion increase in earning assts which totalled P37.1 billion as of 


yearend 1982. 


It included a P5.5-billion increase in loans and Pl.l-billion additicnal in- 
vestments in bonds and securities. 


About P4.5 billion of the asset growth realized in 1983 was retained in cash 
and near-cash form to improve the bank's liquid holdings by as much as 39 
percent. The year-end liquid asset total of P15.9 billion comprised 27 per- 
cent of PNB's total resources, they said. 


To keep a high pace of lending and to provide a cushion against recession as 
well as minimize worker layoffs, PNB granted P34 billion in loans in 1982, 
P6 billion or 21 percent more than in 1981. 


All major sectors--agriculture, manufacturing, mining, trade, public utilities, 
banks and financial institutions and service industries--from the increase in 
PNB lending with the exception of the construction sector which received 19 


percent less in loans. 


Bannered by its “Sandal Sa Pader"™ deposit campaign, PNB last year realized a 
P1.3 billion increase in its deposit liabilities. 


Total capital accounts of the PNB increased by P463 million or 16.1 percent, 
bringing the net worth total to P3.3 billion. More than four-fifths of the 
increase comprised the P385 million rise in paid-in capital coming from the 
additional equity contribution of the government and the declaration of stock 
dividends on the previous year's profits. It raised total paid-in capital to 
P2.4 billion, or 71 percent of the bank's net worth.

GALOU PROJECT WORK DEFERRED

[Text] Philippine Cities Service, Inc. (PCSI) is having second thoughts on its 
plans to develop the Galoc oilfields located in offshore Northwest Palawan be- 


cause of an increase in costs. 


The original cost of developing the entire oil complex was placed at $947 mil- 
lion, but officials said this could increase with the recent imposition of the 


three-percent import tax. 


They said that even without the additional import tax, rentals on rigs used in 
oil drilling already amount to $10 million per drilling project. 


In addition, all equipment to be used in tapping the reserve's oil will all be 
imported, the costs of which are expected to soar because of the additional im- 


port tax. 


Industry sources disclosed yesterday that two officials from Cities Service of 
the US are arriving to discuss with local energy officials new plans for the 
Galoc project in the light of this new development. 


The same sources claimed that the non-exemptions of the oil exploration indus- 
try from the additional import tax, "appears to negate the recently-approved 


incentives for oil exploration firms." 


PD 1857 was issued early this year to provide new incentives to petroleum 
service contractors to revitalize interest and encourage more oil drilling 


activity in the country. 


Cities Service in developing the Galoc oilfield would have been the first 
beneficiary of this new incentive scheme, but the additional costs involved 
in developing the oil complex have made the project less attractive. 


The Galoc oil structure is about 120 kms. Northeast of Nido (which is also 
operated by Cities), and about 82 kms. Northwest of Cadlao, another oil- 


producing complex. 








The Galoc oilfield is considered one of the largest oil-bearing structures 
discovered here, so far. It is expected to yield more oil compared to previ- 
ous discoveries such as Nido, Cadlao and Matinloc. 


Cities plans to start this year the development of the Galoc structure with 


the drilling of a delineation well to determine the amount and quality of 
Galoc's oil reservoir.

ADAZA DENIES MISAMIS ORIENTAL LOCALS CAUSE DISORDER

[Text] Cagayan De Oro City--Gov. Homobono A. Adaza has debunked reports that 
the peace and order condition has worsened in the hinterlands of Claveria, 
Misamis Oriental, the vegetable bowl of the province. 


Adaza said he has visited some of the far-flung barangays of the town and was 
informed that the armed men who recently sowed fear among the residents are 
not actually from the place but from the nearby areas in Bukidnon. 


The governor was told that these people are strangers to the community. 


The residents also belied reports that their barangays are already infiltrated 
by the New People's Army. 


Adaza visited the barangays of Malagana, Aposkahoy, Mat-i, Pelaez, Parmbugas, 
Bulahan, Tipolohan and Samy in connection with the selection of the town as 
the pilot area for the Integrated Area Development Program of the government. 


Adaza said the main problem of the reisdents of the town is not peace and 
order but the long drought that has destroyed their farm crops. 


Claveria is the main producer of farm crops such as coffee, corn, tomatoes 
and other vegetables. 


Adaza said farmers in Clavcria are praying for rain to save their crops and 
so they can also start planting again. (OMA-10)

REBELS DENY COMMUNIST CONNECTION

[Text] Some 180 rebels from three towns in Cebu Province surrendered Saturday 
before government civilian and military authorities in ceremonies at Asturias 
town, some 70 kilometers West of the island province. 


The rebels were part of the 300 members of the Regino Laurente rebel band 
operating in the mountain ninterlands of Balamban, Asturias and Tuburan towns 


all in western Cebu. 


Mayor Dominador Toong of Asturias town told this reporter that those who took 
part in the ceremonies were only one half of the insurgents who reportedly 
came down from the hills last February 23 to return to the fold of the law. 


Toong said that the others could have had difficulties in finding transporta- 
tion from their areas said to be scores of kilometers away after the original 
date of the ceremonies last Turesday at the Asturias Plaza was put off to 


Saturday, Feb 26. 


Armed Forces of the Phils Chief of Staff Gen. Fabian Ver, Cebu Governor 
Eduardo R. Gullas, PC INP Region 7 Commander Brig. Gen. Alfredo S. Olano, 
and Cebu PCINP Provincial Commander Lt Col Leandro Mendoza led government 


officials in accepting the rebel returnees. 


Gen. Olano was earlier quoted by newsmen saying only 40 in the group were 
regular members of the Regino Laurente gang while the others were either 
auxiliaries or sympathizers of the group. He also said that the military is 
not pressing charges against the surrenderees even as he indicated that he 
will work for the granting of amnesty to all the returnees. 


In the same ceremonies Serafin Blanco of the Phil government's Kilusang Kabuha- 
yan at Kaunlaran (KKK) office said that they will immediately commence process- 
ing loans for the surrenderees to finance various livelihood projects for them. 
He explained that under the KKK livelihood program each beneficiary will re- 
ceive a P3,000 loan ($300 without any collateral or interest)to start their 


own livelihood projects. 
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Dante Perales alias Kumander Blackie, one of the surrenderees told this report- 
er in an interview at a Roman Catholic convent near the Asturias town plaza 
that they have decided to give up so that they will no longer be hunted as 
fugitives in their own barangays by government forces. 


He also said that they are not communist insurgents even as he admitted that 
their leader Regino Laurente who was slain in an encounter with government 
forces last year, had told him that he (Laurente) was a member of the New 
People's Army (NPA). 


Another alleged regular member of the rebel group identified as Jesus Trocio 
of Bairan Asturias said that most of their members rose in arms against the 
gov't. because of the economic difficulties government neglect and apathy and 
military abuses. He however admitted that they had named their group "NPA" on 
instruction by their leader Regino Laurente. 


Most of the other surrenderees who were interviewed by this reporter denied 
being members of the rebel group even as they admitted having given food or 
shelter and money to the armed insurgents. 


Several firearms of different caliber were surrendered during the ceremonies 
at Asturias town plaza which was witnessed by about a thousand people.

ASSEMBLYMAN HITS COVERNMENT ECONOMIC PLANS

[Text] Cagayan de Oro City--Assemblyman Reuben Canoy has blamed the devasta- 
tion of this year's crops by drought and the worsening peace and order in the 
south on the government's set of economic priorities which he described as 


"totally unrealistic." 


Assemblyman Canoy said the emphasis should be on agricultural, not industrial 
development. 


He charged that the "cart-before-the-horse" mentality of government economic 
planners has prevented the much-publicised development efforts in Mindanao from 
taking off the giound, despite the infusion of enormous amounts of public money. 


Canoy proposed that instead of wasting scarce r.sour.cs on industrial infra- 
structure, the government should pursue a vigorous road and irrigation building 


program. 


"It is difficult to understand why government experts could not see the obvious, 
he said, citing the presence of numerous lakes, rivers and streams, as well 
as the availability of abundant electric power for irrigation stations. 


Canoy said that a full-scale road and irrigation program would benefit Mindanao 
in two ways: 


1. Ensure the productivity of farms against drought and abnormal dry spells, 
and 


2. General prosperity in the rural areas and thus remove or minimize the causes

It is now incumbent upon the military with the coordination of local officials 
and cooperation of the people to drum up public awareness that the government 
is in full support of a program ’* ended to preserve public order and welfare,

PDP-LABAN EXAMINED

[Text] Nationalism," the columnist I.P. Soliongco wrote in 1960, "like revolu- 
tion, is not a picnic or a cocktail party or a Rotary meeting or a convention 
of home economics teachers." 


Time has proven the truth of this observation. The years after Soliongco, like 
those before him, have witnessed how various organizations or movements which 
have been branded "nationalist" were derailed from their path, their patriotic 
fervor no longer burning; or else were forced to grow roots in the hills or 
revolution, fertilized with gunfire instead of fiery rhetoric. 


True, the nationalist road is fraught with dangers and difficulties. Nonethe- 
less, like a childhood dream, the nationalist ideal continues to beckon, to 

haunt citizens in this land of the morning. For their remains in our collec- 
tive memory, recollections of our childhood as a nation when in this cradle of 
noble heroes, the ideal held such force and urgency and Filipinos were willing 


to suffer and die for it. 


Nationalism has always been part of our experience as a people. At certain 
points in our history when the stranglehold of foreign domination is felt most 
intensely and results in grave national crisis, nationalism consumes many 

among us with such a passion, it soon becomes contagious. During those times, 
a broad spectrum of the citizenry embraces the nationalist movement like a long 
lost love--students, workers, farmers and even people who are more comfortable 
at picnics or cocktail parties or Rotary meetings; and yes, even the likes of 


home economics teachers. 


Thus, here comes now, in our tumultuous and cynical adolescence as a nation, 

a political party with a platform giving major stress to nationalism. Those 

of us with a historical bent would say “deja vu," for here again, like a recur- 
rent refrain, the rhetoric of Recto in the ‘50s, of the Movement for the Advance- 
ment of Nationalism (MAN) in the ‘60s. On the other hand, those of us with a 
cynical bent would cry, like Pilita Corrales in the TV commercial," I have to 


see it to believe it." 


When the Pilipino Democratic Party (PDP) was formed last year, it tackled 
issues dear to the hearts of nationalists who, since the turn of the century, 
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have equated nationalism with anti-US imperialism. The party had at the very 
outset declared its opposition to US bases, multinational corporations, the 
manipulation of the Philippine economy by the US-controlled International Mone- 
tary Fund-World Bank conglomerate and the inroads made by American culture into 


the very core of our own. 


In its first convention, PDP chose former Senator Lorenzo Tanada as its honor- 
ary chairman and through him established a live and vital link to the national- 
ist tradition--for Tanada had worked closely with Claro Recto and was among the 
first to expose the fake independence which the Americans had granted. Tanada 
was also chairman of MAN and on to martial law and even after, both as an in- 
dividual and through the various groups which he chairs, he has consistently 
attacked the present administration for its alleged crimes against national 


sovereignty. 


Apart from nationalism, the PDP also believes in "democratic socialism." It 
opts for the restructuring of society through the redistribution of wealth, 

the abolition of the tenancy system, the nationalization of certain industries 
and the break up of big corporations. In the political sphere, it seeks the 
establishment of a federal government with democratic institutions and a multi- 
party system. All these changes are to be achieved peacefully, through the 
Organization of the masses of the people and their selective participation in 
the electoral process. And once this vision of the party's ideal society is 
achieved, peace and freedom will prevail and the dignity and integrity of man 

as the highest form of God's creation will be recognized. 


If this sounds like a Jesuit-inspired pipe dream, that is because it partly 

is. Somehow, in their classrooms, the Jesuit fathers had molded enough middle- 
class, Catholic and English-speaking visionaries who would be the ideologues 

of a middle, moderate force in Philippine politics: a power bloc which was in- 
clined toward social reform but against the use of force to achieve it. 


Raul Manglapus' Christian Social Movement (CSM) was the crystallization, in 
political form, of this basically middle-class and very Catholic worldview. 
The CSM tagged itself “left-of-center" and through the years, though there 
were many snide remarks about Manglapus' center actually being at the very 
heart of the right, the label continued to attract students and young profes- 
sionals whose genteel upbringing and exclusive school education did not pre- 
pare them to accept the bloody alternative posed by the left to remedy the 
corrupt and rotten system controlled by the right. 


In the '60s, the CSM campaigned for honesty and decency in politics and 
cooperativism in both agriculture and industry. Unlike the PDP today, it was 
not strong on nationalist issues. And being in a sort of limbo in the ideo- 
logical spectrum, it was attacked by those on either extreme: by the right for 
its supposedly self-righteous crusading and by the left for “overlaying class 
antagonisms with incantations of humanism and love only to preserve the privi- 


lege of the oligarchy." 


Sharing the left-of-center slot with the Christian socialists were organiza- 
tions with a social democratic orientation, specially student and youth groups 
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Kasapi and Lakasdiwa. ‘he social democratic ideology attracted basically the 
same type of people as the CSM's following. In the late '60s, young idealistic 
social democrats lived among slum dwellers, jeepney drivers, fishermen and 
farmers, doing “grassroots organizing" and preaching their own branch of gos- 
pel. In the course of their immersion among the masses, the social democrats 
refined their analysis of Philippine society and pointed to economic, social 
and political "structures of oppression" which perpetuate the poverty and back- 


wardness of our people. 





After the declaration of martial law, a more radical wingof the social democrats 
forsook the prayer of St. Francis ("Make me a channel of your peace..."), formed 
the Nagkakaisang Partido Demokratiko Sosyalista ng Pilipinas (NPDSP) and en- 
gaged in sporadic acts of violence aimed at wiping out what they saw were the 
three ills of Philippine society: imperialism, fuedalism and domestic capital- 


ism. 


If the PDP definition of its avowed ideal of democratic socialism bears some 
resemblance to social democracy and Christian socialism, that is because a sig- 
nificant and influential portion of its members were premarital law CSMers, 
"moderates" and social democrats. 


The combined flavors of nationalism and democratic socialism alone do not the 

PDP make. Without the pungent flavor of regional politics, the PDP recipe for 

a political party will not be complete. For the PDP also includes some of the 
most successful oppositionists in the arena of regional politics who have won, 
despite great odds, against the party in power. 


It is a truism in current Philippine politics that the farther one gets from 
the seat of power in Manila, the less vulnerable one is to the maneuverings of 
the great KBL political machinery. Hence, the victories chalked up by such 
regional groupings as the Mindanao Alliance in Northern Mindanao, the Concerned 
Citizens Aggrupation in Southern Mindanao and the Pusyon Bisaya in Central 
Visayas. These victories have renewed the faith of the politicians in the 
South--if not in the sanctity of electoral exercises under the New Society, 

at least in the power of the people. Im many areas, citizens guarded their 
votes with a passion it was thought they were not capable of. In 1981, in 
Cagayan de Oro, 10,000 people marched in the streets to protest the ouster of 
their newly elected mayor for alleged turncoatism. In response, the Commis- 
sion on Elections was forced to rescind its order, thus catapulting Mayor 
Aquilino Pimentel and the mass of popular support behind him from the fringes 
to the forefront of the national consciousness. 


By the dawning of the ‘80s, a general malaise ailed the national opposition 
groups. Many times it seemed that the various opposition parties were more 
bent on destroying one another than defeating their common enemy. Strifes and 
internal bickerings made the unity of the opposition more elusive than ever. 
There was a lot of wheeling and dealing, a lot of name-calling. Through it 
all, the public merely sat back and wondered what apart from their names dif- 
ferentiated the political parties from one another. 


Mirror, mirror on the wall, which is the genuine opposition among them all? 
Northern Mindanao Assemblyman Reuben Canoy's oft-quoted reply to this question

reflects the legal opposition's disenchantment with itself: "The only opposi- 
tion party in this country is the Communist Party of the Philippines, and the 
President and the military know that." 


Prominent figures in regional politics were thus faced with an active and con- 
scious electorate on one hand, and moribund national political parties on the 
other. While they believed that they had sufficient mass support to warrant 
their going national, they were dissatisfied with the available choices of 
political groupings. Thus, from members of the Mindanao Alliance and from the 
Cebu-based oppositionists who were dissatisfied with the Pusyon Bisaya's per- 
formance, came the impetus tc form a new national party. 


Somewhere along the way to the formation of the new party, the Mindanao Alli- 
ance figured in a three-way split. Canoy had insisted on the entry of ex- 
Marcos propagandist Francisco Tatad but when the others refused, he left the 
alliance and formed the Social Democratic Party with Tatad and Pusyon Bisaya 
assemblyman Hilario Davide. In the meantime, another MA stalwart, Pimentel, 
went on to become a PDP pioneer, leaving Misamis Oriental Governor Homobono 
Adaza with what remained of the regional party. Adaza later teamed up with 
the UNIDO and is now UNIDO's vice-chairman for Mindanao. 


Today, after one year of existence, the Pilipind Democratic Party claims a 
membership of 10,000. It is undoubtedly the single largest opposition party 
in the land and, its members believe, the only one to reckon with. 


Farmers, slum dwellers, fishermen, students, jeepney drivers make up the bulk 
of the party membership. Apart from this broad mass base, there is also a 

sprinkling of intellectuals, young professionals, small businessmen and poli- 
ticians. They are the icing on the PDP cake and their perceived role is that 
of articulator of ideas, of enunciator of the people's aspirations for inde- 


pendence, freedom and democracy. 


It was not easy to get all these people together. The PDP started to form the 
party with the belief that the citizenry was generally disgruntled with the 
"US-supported Marcos dictatorship” and was hungry for change. They had wit- 
nessed the increasing impoverishment of the people, the militarization of the 
countryside, the farcity of elections--and behind these, the US government's 
unequivocal support for Marcos. They had seen too how all these were driving 
many sincere Filipinos to link arms with the communists. And the PDP pioneers 
were agitated: they could not accept the "godlessness" and ultra-radicalism of 
the communists nor could they live with the "“oppressiveness" of the Marcos 


government. They wanted a third option. 


So for a year, they consulted, they dialogued in slums, mountain barrios, fish- 
ing villages; in schools, offices, coffee shops. They listened to the people's 
problems, their dreams and aspirations for themselves and their country. Then, 
when they met for their first convention on February 8, 1982, the hopes and 
dreams were there, so were the woes and charges against the present government-- 
all of them refined, synthesized and neatly packaged in the PDP platform. 
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From the very beginning, it was obvious that PDP was not going to be a politi- 
cal party in the old Philippine tradition. Party stalwarts did not want it to 
be a debating club composed of political luminaries who gave the people fiery 
speeches but took from them their money and their patrimony. The PDP pioneers 
recognized that despite all our pretensions of democracy, Philippine political 
parties had always been alienated from the very people they were supposed to 
represent. From the very start, the PDP vowed it was going to be a “nontradi- 
tional political party" and made clear that it was not going to organize for 
the sake of elections alone. 





Thus, prospective party recruits must first undergo a seminar conducted by the 
PDP Political Institute. Here they study Philippine socioeconomic and politi- 
cal structures and how these breed a plethora of ills and perpetuate the rule 

of local and foreign oppressors. They also analyze the party's vision of an 

alternative society and the forces of change which can bring about such a 


society. 


After the seminar, interested participants can become cardbearing PDP members. 
Members are grouped into chapters of about 25 people each at community, school 
or factory level. Chapters are kept alive by discussion of and participation 

in local issues. In the past year, PDP chapters were involved in drafting peti- 
tions protesting nonpayment of workers’ wages, ejection of slum dwellers and 
military abuses. They have also participated in strikes, rallies and various 


other protest actions. 


Chapters are grouped under regional councils-~one each for Luzon, Visayas and 
Mindanao. There are also sectoral councils for the peasant, labor, youth and 
urban poor sectors. Because the PDP believes in collective leadership, the 
chairmanship of the party is rotated among the three regional councils, each of 
which is allowed 60 voting delegates. Thus, for the first year, the Luzon 
council headed by Luis Jose chaired the party. 


To date, the bulk of PDP membership comes from the south: about 5,000 party 
members are from Mindanao and 3,500 from Visayas. 


[In mid-1982, after long, drawn-out negotiations, the PDP merged with the Metro = 
Manila-based Lakas ng Bayan (LABAN) party. While LABAN had not been very active 4 
in the opposition scene immediately prior to the merger, millions of Manilenos 

still remember the party's brief shining moment during the 1978 elections for 

the interim Batasang Pambansa. It was LABAN which initiated the noise barrage 

which shook the metropolis in a crash of protest and the subsequent rally where 

LABAN stalwarts and their followers were arrested en masse. 


Looking back, Pimentel, then a LABAN candidate, realizes that LABAN was largely 
"an emotional movement" lacking a solid organization. "That was why," he says, 
“when we were arrested, walang nangyari." That experience was a lesson in 
politics which many LABAN members remember well. 


Cognizant of the need for a solid, mass-based organization, a need which PDP 
saw and seemed to have the capacity to fulfill, LABAN was receptive to intima- 
tions of a possible merger with the newly established party. However, a few 
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of the LABAN members had reservations about the link-up mainly because they 
were not ready to accept the more radical and anti-imperialist provisions in 
the PDP platform. On the other hand, on the PDP side, there were those who 
were wary of the "traditional politicians" of LABAN and how they would fit 
into or how they might even try to dominate what was intended to be a “non- 


traditional" mass-based party. 


Meanwhile, in the United States, exiled Filipino oppositionists were watching 
the merger negotiations intently. Former senator Benigno Aquino, Jr.--who, 
while still a political prisoner in Fort Bonifacio, was LABAN's star candidate 
in '78--opposed the merger and preferred that LABAN retain its identity. He 
said so to Pimentel who went to the United States in March last year upon his 
invitation. Aquino is also said to have expressed the same in a letter to Tana- 
da but the elder statesman refused, saying that he believed in the PDP ideology 
and that the merger would revitalize LABAN and expand its reach. 


Unlike Aquino, Manglapus welcomed the PDP-LABAN merger and subsequently applied 
for membership. This matter was debated for hours by leading party members, 
some of whom were frankly suspicious of Manglapus' reputation as an “American 
boy." In the end, Manglapus, a close political associate of PDP chairman Luis 
Jose as far back as the late ‘50s, was accepted as a member of the party's 
Makati chapter. Also taken into the party's folds was former congressman 

Jose Yap, a kababayan and known supporter of Aquino. Until recently a central 
figure of the Liberal Party, Yap told party leaders he will personally work 

for the establishment of more PDP-LABAN chapters in Central and Northern Luzon. 


After several months of negotiations, the merger was formally announced in 

June 1982. Some of the LABAN members, including Soc Rodrigo and Raul Gonzales, 
did not sign up for membership in the merged party. On the PDP side, it was 
more or less accepted that LABAN's entry would accelerate the party's expansion 
in Manila where the name LABAN still stirs up memories. Thus, at its very 
infancy, this nontraditional party has learned the values of bargaining, ex- 
pediency and compromise which are traditions in the adult world of politics. 


Politics often puts together the strangest bedfellows and this is true even for 
a political party with a definite and distinct ideology like the PDP-LABAN. 

The party is a virtual cross section of the Filipino nation: its membership 
extends across the length and breadth of these islands, across the diversity 

of tongues, religions and social classes. Even ideologically, the members 
cannot be lumped together in one neat box: "Even among us there are different 
shades--the extremists and conservatives, the middle grounders," says chairman 


Luis Jose. 


If there is anybody who can be a rallying force amidst this diversity, it is 
Cagayan de Oro Mayor Aquilino Pimentel. At 49, Pimentel still has the preppy 
idealism capable of attracting the youth and professionals. Once law dean of 
Xavier University in Cagayan de Oro, he has the Jesuit training and middle- 
class background which the "moderates" can identify with. 


Moreover, Pimentel's is a populist approach to politics which can be traced 
back to his days as legal counsel for the moderate Federation of Free Farmers 
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(FFF) in Mindanao and for the more radical National Secretariat for Social 
Action (NASSA) in Manila. Undeniably too, the mayor has a large mass following, 
a fact proven by the spontaneous protest which greeted the COMELEC order for his 
dismissal. He is readily accessible to all and has often taken up the cause of 
the poor and powerless. Weekends he spends giving seminars to prospective PDP 
members in far-flung barrios. This is a tedious task but one which is a learn- 
ing experience for Pimentel as well and one which keeps him in touch with the 


public pulse. 





Pimentel, too, possesses the political savvy which is necessary if his party is 
to play the game of politics. He started his political career as delegate to 
the 1971 Constitutional Convention and it was here that he was initiated into 
the dirty world of politics. Too, the Con-Con was convened at a time of great 
nationalist and democratic ferment: it was a period of conscientization and cer- 
tainly, it exposed people like Pimentel to the realities of dissent and the 
people's aspirations for a better society. Martial law found Pimentel detained 
in Camp Crame. He was also one of the few who refused to sign the 1973 consti- 
tution. Pimentel did not resume a public life until 1978 when he ran under the 
LABAN banner. He was detained a second time that year. In 1980, he won the 
mayorship or Cagayan de Oro by a landslide vote. 


Though short, Pimentel'’s political career gave him precious lessons in politics 
which temper his idealism with a dose of political sophistication. His trip to 
Washington D.C. last year when he brought before the World Bank his constituen- 
cy's opposition to the Bank-funded slum improvement and resettlement program in 
Cagayan de Oro was a master move which earned for him the reputation of « small- 
town nationalist David battling the Goliath of a mammoth international financial 


conglomerate. 


Lately the target of political intrigues, Pimentel doesn't merely turn the 
other cheek: he goes on the offensive, attacking rival politicians with brist- 
ling and bombastic speeches or press releases. Though quiet and mild-mannered, 
Pimentel can be tough and if he has to, he can probably wheel and deal with as 
much skill as the "traditional politicains." 


As an added bonus, the mayor has a reputation for being a clean and principled 
politician and though recently, there were accusations of petty graft from some 
quarters in Mindanao politics, this reputation remains almost wholly intact. 


Pimentel embodies in himself the nationalist, the social democratic, populist 
and regional strains which combined have made PDP-LABAN the unique species of 

a political party that it is. He is the party's acknowledged "moving spirit" 
and party bigwigs are said to be grooming him for a pivotal role. Ironically, 
Pimentel's membership in PDP-LABAN remains vague as he cannot, by law, change 
political parties without being charged with turncoatism and again risking the 
loss of his mayoral post. Nonetheless, among the political figures in the PDP- 
LABAN line-up, Pimentel is one man to watch. 


Seven hundred delegates came to PDP's founding convention in 1982. In Febru- 
ary this year, over 3,000 came to the second convention in Cagayan de Oro, 
many of them arriving by boat, others by bus and a few by plane. Most of them 
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stayed in inexpensive cottages along the beach or in cheap dormitories, a few 
of them in the city's big hotels. But when convention time came, all of them 
sat perspiring but intently listening on hard wooden chairs in the warm gymna- 
sium of Xavier University, all of them ate with their fingers the same P4-packed 
meals of puso (rice wrapped in palm leaves) and meat. 


Convention proceedings began with prayers led by a Catholic priest in polo 
barong and a Muslim imam in denim overalls, dark glasses and fez who set an 
offbeat tone which would mark the entire convention. Cagayon de Oro vice-mayor 
Pablo Magtajas in his welcome address spoke of holding onto the party's option 
to take the way of peace even in increasingly violence-wracked Mindanao. 

“Peace hath victories more glorious than war," Magtajas quoted the poet Milton 
and with that began the leitmotif of peace which recurred all throughout the 


convention. 


Former Secretary of Education Alejandro Roces of the LABAN part of the party 
delighted the crowd with his anti-Marcos jokes while the more scrious portions 
of his keynote address attacked the ill effects of foreign intervention in vari- 
ous aspects of Philippine life, a theme also dealt with in a speech prepared 

by Tanada and read for him by his son Bobby. Teofisto Guingona, also of LABAN, 
tackled in great detail the current economic crisis for which he blames mis- 
management by the Marcos government and foreign control and manipulation of the 


Philippine economy. 


Bukudnon Bishop Francisco Claver, in his flowing and flawless English, explained 
why peace is an unpopular alternative "to a people who are angry and frustrated 
and desperate from 12 long years of slavery." 


Former Con-Con delegate and currently PDP-LABAN secretarv-general Samuel 
Occena started off a series of convention reports with his typically Pinoy 
penchant for puns. Reports given by the chairmen of the regional councils 
agreed that the party's first year was, in the words of former congressman 
Antonio Cuenco of Cebu, "challenging but rewarding." 


In between the speakers, plaintive love songs were rendered by Peryong, a blind 
masseur and delegate from Bohol who commented in Cebuano, "This regime is so 
oppressive, even a blind man can see it." Comic relief was provided by Davao 
delegate Ray Tevez who sent the audience rolling with his Elvis Presley imita- 
tion "as a concession to US imperialism" and who made frequent comic allu- 
sions to the presence of the US Embassy's political affairs officer James 
Knocks. Knocks had requested permission from party officials to attend the 
convention and in a gesture typical of Filipino hospitality, was allowed to 
listen to speaker after speaker denouncing his government's imperialist policies. 


The delegates actively participated in the proceedings. After all, they did not 
come all the way just to listen and clap, some of them remarked aloud. So there 
were a lot of debates, the open forums stretched on indefinitely, ideas and 


suggestions flooded the floor. 


Resolutions were drafted on the second day, among them one demanding that the 
military budget be cut by half since martial law had already been lifted. 
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Another resolution stated that "all elections under the Marcos regime have been 
dishonest, oppressive and criminal." Nonetheless, the party opted to partici- 
pate in the coming elections on the condition that "only qualified human be- 
ings, and not birds and dead persons are allowed to vote" and that there will 
be an accurate accounting of election returns. 


A third resolution called for the removal of a World Bank official in the 
Central Bank. The official's presence “is an insult to the Filipino people 
and undermines the economic interests of our people,” it asserted. After not- 
ing increasing instances of military atrocities, another resolution ordered the 
deputization of all lawyer-members to active involvement in the party's human 


rights committees. 


The convention ended with a torch parade winding through the city streets and 
attended by over 3,000 people. The protesters converged at the Cagayan de Oro 
amphitheater for a rally which lasted all through that night, keeping most of 
Cagayan de Oro awake in a vigil of protest. 


What lies ahead for the PDP-LABAN? Certainly, expanded and more aggressive 
recruitment and chapter formation. In Northern Mindanao, which is fast be- 
coming the party's stronghold, the target is to build one chapter in each 
barangay by next year. In the Visayas, there are already chapters in all the 
major islands, except in the province of Negros Occidental which the party 
acknowledges is already a communist stronghold. In Luzon, the party has pene- 
trated through the "solid north" and has established chapters in Ilocos Sur, 
Kalinga-Apayao, Cagayan and Isabela. 


The party machinery is gearing up for next year's elections. It will partici- 
pate in areas where it is strong, like Northern Mindanao, Southern Mindanao, 
Bicol and the Central Visayas. It will probably also run in areas like Metro 
Manila and Central Luzon where it is still relatively weak, just to diffuse 
the efforts of the government machinery. 


Already, there is talk of coalescing, but not merging, with other opposition 

groups like the UNIDO. "We know we cannot do it alone," Pimentel admits. 

"We know we cannot do it alone," Pimentel admits. "We are not yet in a posi- 
tion to fight and dislodge the ruling party by ourselves--not in two or three 
years, maybe not even in five. But the process will be accelerated by unity 

or some kind of a coalition with genuine opposition groups." 


Earlier, PDP had rejected Assemblyman Salvador Laurel's plan for a Grand Coali- 
tion of opposition groups. In the first quarter of 1982, Laurel was all over 
Manila and the United States selling the idea of the coalition. It is said 
that the proposal was coldly received by both Aquino and Manglapus. For its 
part, PDP refused to join the Laurel bandwagon because its platform, as in the 
past, did not make any firm stand against US imperialism, specially on the US 


bases issue. 


Meanwhile, as the party becomes larger and more effective, it will have to 
face up to certain pressures from the Establishment. Already, three party 
members from Cebu, including the Visayas council secretary-general Ribomapil 








Holganza, are languishing in jail on charges of subversion. Pimentel too has 
been implicated in this charge. Im fact, some Mindanao members already have 
presidential commitment orders for their arrest while others like Mindanao 
council chairman Ernesto Tabios are under surveillance. 


Rank and file party members, too, feel the heat. There are areas like Ilocos 
Sur where they cannot even hold chapter meetings because they are harassed by 
the local military, recounts member Julius Parel of Suyo. One member from a 
hillside barrio of Cagayan de Oro was recently arrested for possession of "sub- 
versive" materials which turned out to be PDP-LABAN publications. 


Indeed, these are difficult times to be an opposition party. Pimentel warns: 
"As of now, we are trying to provide a peaceful alternative to those who do not 
see any hope for change in the ruling party, but if even in our peaceful ef- 
forts we are being hunted and harassed, I think they will be pushing people to 
the brink of revolution. They will close the road to peace and compel people 
to take the road to violence."

'SURRENDER'’ RACKET DEPLORED

[Text] Gen Fabian Ver looks very handsome and happy in the act of accepting 
the Asturias “surrenderees" into the government fold. If it is true that the 
surrenderees are actually members of the NPA, then the chief negotiator of the 
mass surrender is entitled to a pat in the back for a job well done. "If" is 
used here to indicate our mistrust on press releases proclaiming alleged mili- 


tary accomplishments. 


On the matter of NPAs and MNLFs surrendering to the military in Mindanao, Judge 
Vincente Fontanosa of Pikit Cotabato disclosed that a flourishing racket is on- 
going designed to milk government coffers. A private surrenderee collects 
P3,000 each as reward or bonus. Those with a rank of commander allegedly 

gets P60,000. Other fringe benefits like getting a loan in the PNB with fire- 
arms as collateral is offered as inducement. With all these material benefits 
that a rebel will earn, there is no doubt that the Mindanao problem will be a 
continuing affair. Surrenderees will come and go to get their material rewards 
and the government gets poorer through blackmail and mulcting. 


This alleged “surrender racket" cannot be accomplished by the rebels alone with- 
out the active participation of the military in the Mindanao area. Suspicions 
are flying thick that the surrender booty is shared alike by military command- 
ers. Precisely, we have been hearing stories of military personnel and MNLF 
commanders becoming instant millionaires. Since the Mindanao problem erupted, 
the long list of surrenderees defies the imagination of the credulous. 


We cannot tell with certainty whether the policy in Mindanao towards surren- 
derees is the same in Central Visayas. Was there any cash reward involved in 
the Asturias capitulation? If so, how much did it cost for Juan dela Cruz to 
effect that much ballyhooed surrender? Maybe Col Leandro Mendoza PC Provincial 
Commander for outer Cebu, will be kind enough to enlighten his constitutency 


on this query. 


Meanwhile, year after year the Defense Ministry is getting the lion's share of 
the nation's budget. Being a small anda developing country with no imperialist 
designs to expand our territory, the enormous military expenditure is hardly 
justifiable. Without an iota of doubt, the military is pampered no end and why 
this is so, only its Commander-in chief, Mr Marcos, knows the answer.

ANTISMUGGLING POLICIES REVIEWED

[Text] President Marcos said yesterday that the government will take steps to 
plug loopholes in the operations and policies of the Bureau of Customs to 
check the rampant smuggling of highly taxable goods. 


In an interview with newsmen, the President said, “we are going to be ruth- 
less about this." 


The President expressed concern over the increase in the smuggling of imported 
goods into the country after the discovery that luxury cars are being brought 
into the country through falsified documents. 


According to the President, all existing customs policies and operations will 
be restudied so that fool-proof measures can be adopted to stop smuggling, 
which, he said, deprives the government of billions of pesos annually in taxes 


and duties. 


A case in point, the President pointed out, is the barter trade in Zamboanga 
"which is under the control of some alien syndicates." 


The government allowed rebel returnees to barter their goods in Sabah for 
their livelihood. However, the President noted, the rebel returnees no longer 


engage in barter trade. 


"Some of them turned dummies for alien syndicates and they don't earn enough," 
the President said. 


The recent killing of an assistant chief of customs in Zamboanga indicates 
that these alien syndicates have gone to a point where they can intimidate 
customs officials. 


Banned and highly taxable goods are being smuggled into the country by landing 
them in unguarded areas, by misdeclaration, by undervaluation, and by conni- 


vance with customs officials.

There are reports that blue-seal cigarets are unloaded twice a week in 
Barangays Tanza and Banritan in Navotas. Two police captains from Navotas 
and a police first-class are suspected to be the protectors of those behind 


the smuggling. 


The President had also expressed concern over the smuggling out of the country 
of logs resulting in the loss of billions of pesos annually in taxes. 


The other day, it was discovered that five ships with logs worth millions of 
pesos reported lost at mid-sea late last year may have been diverted to Taiwan 
and Japan. The ships were on their way to Manveles, Bataan and Manila. 


A band of out-of-commission mercenaryships based in Hongkong are portedly 

being used in smuggling logs from the Philippines to Japan and Taiwan. Two 
months ago, the Ministry of Natural Resources cancelled the logging conces- 
sions of the Agtawan and Cantillan lumber companies for smuggling P8-miliion 


worth of logs to Japan. 


A few days ago, three Mercedes Benzes believed smuggled in from Germany were 
also seized by customs agents at the Manila International Airport when dis- 
crepancies in the address of the consignees were detected. 


There is a plan to organize under the Office of the President a separate unit 
to arrest on the spot persons involved in smuggling.

OFFICIALS IN SCANDAL MUST QUIT

[Text] A move to amend the Anti-Graft Law by requiring heads of ministries, 
bureaus, or offices to resign in the event of any scandal which adversely re-

Assemblyman and former Highways Minister Vicente Paterno (KBL, Metro Manila), 
author of the proposal, said this is the tradition in some parliamentary 


governments. 


"Since we do not have such a tradition in the Philippines, it may be necessary 
to compel by legislation what is not imposed by convention," Paterno said. 


The former Cabinet member said this would give "effect to the accepted concept 
that the greater an official's authority, the greater commensurately should be 
his responsibility, and his sensitivity to any slight on his integrity or 


competence." 


Paterno has been asked by some of his colleagues in the Batasan to prepare a 
discussion paper pointing out specific provisions of the Anti-Graft Law and 


outlining the nature of possible amendments. 


This was in answer to the statement of Sandiganbayan Presiding Justice Manuel 
R. Pamaran before a Rotary club meeting proposing to strengthen the Anti-Graft 
Law, Paterno said. 


According to him, he wrote to Pamaran about the proposal last Feb. 1 but no 
reply has been received since. However, Paterno said he will file the bill 
after the Holy Week recess of the Batasan and after consultations with his 


colleagues. 


"Several members of the Batasang Pambansa, including myself, are convinced of 
the importance and need for a thorough review, and comprehensive amendments as 
appropriate of this law," Paterno said in his letter to Pamaran. 
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"We have in mind Article XVII, Section 5, of the Constitution which assigns 
measures for the eradication of graft and corruption as one of the priority 
tasks of the Batasan, as well as Article XIII on the nature and accountability 


of those in public office," he added. 


Paterno noted the harshness of some of the law's provisions and the difficulty 
in implementing them. However, any move to relax these provisions may be 


misunderstood. 


He proposed to review and revise the definition of prohibited financial inter- 
ests, direct or indirect. 


"There may be other restrictions effectively imposed by the language of the law, 
as interpreted by jurisprudence, which do not accurately represent legislative 
intent, or are unrealistic in the light of present day conditions," Paterno 


said. 


"Perhaps the law would be strengthened by more specific definition and enumera- 
tion of corrupt practices, particularly those which may have been found in the 
20 years since the law was approved, to be the most prevalent, virulent, harm- 
ful, insidious or most-difficult-to-prosecute forms of graft and corruption," 


he said. 


Paterno also proposed to "strengthen the implementability of the act." He ob- 
served that civil service legislation tries to protect stability of tenure of 

a civil servant. However, where the civil servant's or official's integrity 

in respect to custody of property or funds is concerned, perhaps the provisions 
for protection of tenure should not be made to apply, he said.

EDITORIAL SUPPORTS ANTIGRAFT LAW

{Editorial: “Adding Teeth to Antigraft Law"] 


[Text] A move in the Batasang Pambansa to amend the Anti-Graft Law by requir- 
ing heads of ministries, bureaus or offices to resign in the event of any scan- 
dal which adversely reflects on the government's image--if successfully 
promulgated--just might provide the necessary teeth to perpetual efforts to 

rid the government of corrupt officials and reduce corruption. 


According to Assemblyman Vicente Paterno who au=hored the proposal, the move 
is intended to “compel by legislation what is not imposed by convention"--a 
clear reference to the political tradition of many countries where public 
officials abdicate their posts at the first hint of scandal or misdemeanor in 


their areas of responsibility. 


The assemblyman also said that this would give “effect to the accepted concept 
that the greater an official's authority, the greater commensurately should be 
his responsibility, and sensitivity to any slight on his integrity or compe- 


tence." 


While at first glance, the proposal may seem harsh, the fact is it strikes at 
the core of the problem. While government officials are quick to pay lip serv- 
ice to the need to stamp out the endemic problem of corruption, we do not 
really see much in terms of concrete actions meant to contain the problen. 


One need not look far to conclude that corruption has almost become a way of 
life in many government offices. The fact that it is as widespread as ever 
points to inadequate efforts at solving it. It would not be surprising if 
this problem falls among the lowest in many government officials’ list of 
priorities. In an age when many officials are guided by political expediency 
rather than the public good, a sincere drive against corruption may mean poli- 
tical minuses for its implementors. 


If the proposed amendment to the Anti-Graft Law is passed, it would mean a 
definite political minus for officials to condone corruption. The issue of 
accountability that is implicit in the proposal is something all officials will 


be compelled not to ignore. 
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While mindful of the possible good that the amendment may bring to the anti- 
corruption drive, one is also struck by the phenomenon that has made it at all 
necessary. We refer here to the matter of delicadeza--apparently an increas- 
ingly scarce commodity among many government officials. It is a sad commen- 
tary of the times that even a basic attitude normally expected of anyone 
holding a position of public responsibility now has to be legislated. 


Still and all, it is hoped that the proposal may be given its due considera- 


tion, for the millions of public funds lost to corruption each year should be 
viewed as no less than a preventable national calamity.

NPC MEETS ON POWER PROBLEM 
Manila BULLETIN TODAY in English 7 Mar 83 pp l, 17 


[Text] The National Power Corp. (NPC) board will take up this morming measures 
to counteract the effects of Mindanao's six-month drought which is disrupting 


the region's power supply. 


The drought has damaged palay and corn crops worth P18.787 million, according 
to the Philippine Crop Insurance Corp. (PCIC). The firm said it will pay the 
farmers for the losses. 


The NPC will discuss the feasibility of reactivating a 100-megawatt diesel- 
fired plant in Mindanao and encouraging industrial firms to voluntarily shut 
down operations to conserve power. The worst drought to hit the country since 
1972 may seriously affect the generation of electricity in the region. If there 
is no rain in one or two months more, NPC quarters said, Mindanao's hydroelec- 


tric power plants may run out of water. 


About 14,443 farmers tilling 18,951 hectares have been affected by the dry 
spell in the Visayas and Mindanao. 


For palay crops alone, about 8,833 farmers filed for damage claims to compen- 
sate their losses from 11,047 hectares of farmland hit by drought, the PCIC 
said. The amount of insurance payment for palay alone will reach P9.24 million 


it added. 


The greatest damage was reported by Region 6 with an estimated indemnity 
payment of P1.83 million. Region 8 was second with P1.64 million. Region 


12 had P1.36 million. 


Region 7 had the highest number of palay farmers affected by the calamity-- 
1,739 tilling 1,852 hectares. Region 6 and 8 followed with 1,721 and 1,696 


farmers, respectively. 


The PCIC also reported that some 5,610 corn farmers tilling 7,904 hectares of 
land were affected by the drought. It estimated that crop insurance indemnity 


for corn amounts to P9.543 million. 


The drought, now on its seventh month, was first reported by the Ministry of 
Agriculture. It is wiping out rice, corn, sugar, bananas, coconut, and other 
crops in the Visayas and Mindanao. 
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The voluntary curtailment of power earlier suggested by NPC to Mindanao con- 
sumers, including big industrial firms, will be threshed out in today's meeting 
which will also assess the impact of additional costs to be burdened by the 
consumers. 


Energy minister Geronimo Z. Velasco, who is also NPC chairman, said the reac- 
tivation of the diesel thermal plant would be resorted to within 40 days 
should the drought persist. 


But complicated problems could result with the use of the oil-fired plant since 
it would mean a higher cost of electricity in Mindanao.

FUNDS FOR MINING SOUGHT

[Text] The Development Bank of the Phils. (DBP) is looking for joint venture 
partners to continue the operations of the Sabena Mining Corp., a copper and 
gold mining company heavily indebted to the government bank. 


Don Ferry, DBP vice chairman, said the bank has a total exposure of P400 
million in the ailing copper and gold mining venture. 


Sabena also owes private creditors about P320 million. 


Ferry, who is also Sabena chairman, said the bank has taken over the company 
to prevent further dissipation of the company's assets. 


The bank wants to negotiate with the private creditors for a joint venture on 
a ‘no obligation’ basis, meaning the company can start off on a fresh finan- 
cial slate without the heavy debt burden. 


According to Ferry, Sabena has good mining properties in Davao del Norte and 
without the debt service burden, it could break even at about 75 cents per 


pound. 


However, considering the heavy financial charges or interest on existing 
debts, the company can only break even when the copper price reaches over $1.10 


a pound, he said. 


The bank took over Sabena as early as April 1°98? when the former owners failed 
to repay the loans and other debts used to - sorted equipment. 


The DBP formed a takeover committee composed of two representatives each from 
the bank, the private creditors and private shareholders. 


Representing the DBP in the committee are Ferry and Francisco del Rosario, 
while the private shareholders have Andres Cheng and Joseph Chua. 


The other members come from the Bank of America and China Banking Corp., two 
of the biggest private creditors of Sabena. 
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Sabena's collapse started last year when copper prices crashed below production 
costs, and, financial charges started piling up. 


It tried to concentrate on gold mining operations, but the attempt failed when 
gold prices lumped to $325 per ounce, which is below the average industry pro- 


duction cost of about $400 per ounce.

PRICING STALLS GEOTHERMAL BID

[Text] The pricing issue over geothermal steam remained unresolved as both the 
government and private sectors failed to come up with a desirable return on 
investments (ROI) formula despite an agreed target of 18 percent. 


Energy Minister Geronimo Z. Velasco revealed that certain risks have cropped 
up on the issue which threatens the accelerated pace the government has placed 


on geothermal development. 


Factors such as the individual cost of developing geothermal resources and the 
ensuing grid prices to be charged by the National Power Corporation (NPC) have 
stalled government negotiations with interested parties like Total Exploration 


of France and Occidental Petroleum. 


It was gathered that some companies wanted an ROI higher than the 18 percent 
target owing to costlier risks in new geothermal fields unlike in Leyte and 


Biliran where the success ratio is higher. 


The government has recognized the predicament of the firms but admitted that 
such higher ROI would ultimately take its toll on NPC's selling price. The 
higher ROI to be awarded to the companies would result in some grids charging 
higher rates which is inconsistent with NPC's policy of uniform rates. 


At the same time, denying the firms with their desired ROI would deal a severe 
blow to the country's geothermal development program which is designed to less- 
en the power sector's dependence on imported oil. 


Velasco said the country could become noncompetitive with other countries which 
are similarly attracting foreign investors in nonoil energy development pro- 


jects. 


Occidental Petroleum, which has recently acquired Cities Service, the most 
successful oil exploration company in the Philippines, is eyeing development 


of the Burauen field in Leyte. 


No firm contract has yet been signed between the government and the American 
firm. 
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Caltex Philippines has already spent some $1 million in Kalinga-Apayao where 
early exploration works proved encouraging. 


The ministry is expecting this year the start-up operations of Tongonan geo- 
thermal power plants which have a combined capacity of 112.5 megawatts. The 
power plants are expected to displace a diesel-fired plant supplying the power 
requirements of the copper smelter and phosphatic fertilizer plants in Isabel, 


Leyte. 


The first 37.5-megawatt geothermal unit in Palinpinon is also expected to be 
operational in Negros Oriental some time this year. 


Previous geothermal exploration and development jobs in the country were done 
by the Philippine National Oil Co. and Union Oil which was the first foreign 
firm to have entered into a service contract with the government. Union Oil's 
contract was not covered by 18 percent target set by the government.

CARABAOS IMPORTATION OKAYED

[Text] Human Settlements Deputy Minister Jose Conrado Benitez approved yester- 
day the importation from Australia and elsewhere of 10,000 heads of carabaos 
and cattle, and 5,000 goats. 


He acted on orders of President Marcos who stressed the need to boost the 
animal workforce and make the meat and dairy industry self-sufficient. 


Benitez said one million hectares of land will be converted into "ipil-ipil" 
forests to meet demand of fuel dendrothermal electric systems here and abroad. 


He said 5,000 carabaos and as many heads of cattle will be distributed to 
selected farmers. The goats will seed dairy communities. 


Touching on the government's shelter and survival program, Benitez said that 
the various components were working toward peak efficiency that is bound to 
bring what the First Lady, Mrs Imelda R. Marcos, expected to be the "economic 
miracle of Asia within the next few years." 


Under a system linking seven financial and savings agencies with the banking 
institution, costs of a lot and a Flexihome unit have been brought down to a 
minimum of #50,000, well within the means of the average family, he said. 


He said a marketing system was being firmed up to assure the sale of KKK manu- 
factures here and abroad, and prime up the cycle from production, processing, 


marketing and export. 


Because the people are approaching self-sufficiency in piggery and poultry, 
Benitez said no more KKK applications for this purpose were being entertained.

TEXTILE INDUSTRY RECOVERY SET

[Text] The textile industry is experiencing a dramatic recovery mainly due to 
the successful government efforts to control the rampant smuggling of fabrics 
and garments from other countries. 


Ramon Sy, president of the Textile Millers Association of the Philippines (TMAP) 
reported at the sectoral meeting held recently at the Board of Investments that 
the domestic textile mills were resuming full production operations. 


One indication of the improved textile market is the firming up of selling 
prices which has been at uneconomic levels for the past several years. 


Solid Mills and Litton Mills, for example, recently raised the price of their 
denims by P6 per vard. About two weeks ago, suppliers of ladies materials 
such as Robina, Gentex, U-Tex, and ITM raised their prices between P2 and P3 


per yard. 


It should be noted, however, that among consumer items, textile products are 
selling at levels below the 1973 prices despite increases in costs of labor, 


energy and other inputs. 


One industry leader stated that this move towards normal price levels will go 
a long way toward attaining long-term viability for the textile industry. 


The recovery of the textile market is added proof during times of recession, 
local industries need government help to curtail "dumping" of low-priced items 
from abroad. This runs counter to the advocates of "free trade" and lifting 


of all trade barriers. 


The sad experience of Chile, a country which tried the free market theory of 
US-trained economists, has been cited. Chile eliminated tariff barriers, 
forcing loca! industries to face severe foreign competition. Cheap goods from 
Taiwan, Mainland China and other countries flooded the country, driving 65 

per cent of the country's textile makers out of business. More than 1,300 


firms became bankrupt. 


It is reported that smuggled fabrics account for a sizeable portion of local 
sales.

HOUSING PROGRAM FUNDS NEEDED

[Text] The program of the government to construct 100,000 homes a year will 
require a yearly buyers fund amounting to P8 billion, according to Manuel 
Villa-Real Jr., executive vice president and general manager of Home Financing 


Corp. (HFC). 


Villa-Real said it will also require a land development cost of P1.18 billion 
and housing construction cost of P4.2 billion to develop 15 million square 


meters of land. 


The targeted 100,000 houses is expected to benefit some 600,000 people, com- 
puted at an average of six persons per family and lend support to some 76 con- 
struction support industries. 


This is the impact of the national shelter program initiated by the Ministry 
of Human Settlements, he said. 


While the housing industry is enjoying a boom because of the full government 
incentives and support, Villa-Real cautioned the bankers group to be more 
selective in their choice of borrowers. 


According to Villa-Real, since most banks are highly liquid, there is strong 
pressure on them to dispose liquidity, and mortgage banking appears to be the 


most promising field today. 


He said although HFC protects financial institutions from borrowers’ default 
risk, the government agency does not want banks to use the credit insurance 
as a means to abdicate the bank's responsibilities in weeding out “high 
flyers." one shot developers, leverage artists or even well-intoned business- 


men who have no real estate mortgage expertise. 


“Every boom produces hucksters and get-rich-quick artists and we must be on 
guard against them," Villa-Real noted. 


Moreover, he asked the banks to involve themselves in creating an active de- 


mand in the mortgage market. Thrift banks must not be content in merely ori- 
ginating Pag-Ibig housing loans, thus acting only as mere processors.

GENERAL REASSURES MINDANAO--Zamboanga City, March 6--Southern Command Chief 
Maj. Gen. Delfin Castro allayed fears that the insurgency problem in the Davao- 
Cotabato-Surigao area would affect Western Mindanao (Region 9). He said the 
problem in that area is under control with elements of the New People's Army 
and the Moro National Liberation Front on the run. Castro returned to South- 
com headquarters here from Davao and Cotabato where he had been supervising 
counter military operations against insurgents there. The people in Region 9 
should not be alarmed that the rebels might transfer their terroristic opera- 
tion to Western Mindanao as the government forces are on the alert and have 
been monitoring the rebel movement.

WHEAT FLOUR SUPPLY ASSURED--The national food authority (NFA) said yesterday 
that wheat flour supply and prices will be stabilized further as some 300,000 
long tons flour will be available to boost domestic supply. The infusion of a 
big volume of flour is in line with the assurance made earlier by Food Minis- 
ter Jesus Tanchanco that domestic flour stocks will be beefed up to meet local 
demand and to curb overpricing. Aside from some 20,000 long tons due for un- 
loading, 280,000 long tons of imported wheat cargo will also arrive shortly, 
the NFA said. The volume will be sufficient to meet the needs of bakers and 
other flour users nationwide, the NFA added. Tanchanco said that wheat cargo, 
placed at some 20,000 long tons, will soon be unloaded from the m/v Asean 
Nations docked at the South Harbor. The unloading was delayed because of the 
lack of unloading equipment of the shipping firm, he added. Meanwhile, three 
national association of bakers, millers, and flour dealers have dismissed re- 
ports of overpricing of flour in Metro Manila and nearby provinces. Bartolome 
Hermosura, national chairman of the Philippine Federation of Bakers Associa- 
tion, said that supply and prices of flour have remained normal. The Philip- 
pine Association of Flour Miller, through its president Felix Maramba, told 
NFA that their mills are milling and that there would be no reason for flour 
overpricing. Likewise, the Flour Merchants Association, through Ernesto Chua, 
predicted that flour prices may even dip by 50 centavos per bag in the coming 
weeks because of sluggish market situation and abundance of flour supply. The 
NVA said that cases of flour overpricing should be reported to Director Jorge 
Catalan of the NFA business promotion and regulations directorate at telephone 
No 60-89-20.

CENTRAL BANK LOAN OKAYED--Twenty-five financial institutions, including some 
of the largest American and Japanese banks, granted yesterday a $300 million 
loan to the Central Bank for its consolidated foreign borrowing program this 
year. The loan was signed in New York by CB Gov. Jaime C. Laya and represen- 
tatives of the lending institutions. Proceeds of the loan, which will be the 
only major borrowing of the CB this year, will be relent to the private and 
public sectors. The loan has a maturity of eight years, and is divided into 
two branches of $180 million priced at .5 percent over the US prime rate and, 
$120 million at 7/8 percent over LIBOR (London Inter-Bank Offered Rates). 

The CB said each of the 16 lead banks will provide $14.06 million or a total 
of $225 million. Six managers will come up with $10 million each, while three 
others known as co-managers committed $5 million each, or a grand total of $300 
nillion. Among the lending institutions are three local banks who provided a 
total of $25 million of the loan package. The three are the Bank of the Phil- 
lipine Islands, the Philippine Commercial and Industrial Bank (PCI Bank), and 
the Pacific Banking Corp. Bank of P.I. and PCI Bank are providing each $10 
million or a total of $20 million, while Pacific Bank will take up $5 million 
of the loan package. The 16 lead banks include nine America, five Japanese 
banks and two of the major European banks.

FUNDS FOR N-PLANT APPROVED--The National Power Corp. (NAPOCOR), the other day, 
got a 30 billion yen (about $115 million) loan from foreign banks to help 
finance the construction of its nuclear power plant in Bataan. Prime Minister 
Cesar Virata, who is concurrently minister of finance, signed the loan agree- 
ment in Hongkong last Friday. Proceeds of the loan will finance the cost over- 
runs and the additional safety features of the nuclear plant. The Prime Minis- 
ter said 14 billion yen of the loan package is jointly guaranteed by the United 
States Export-Import Bank and the Philippine government. The balance of 16

billion yen is guaranteed solely by the Philippine government. He added that 
the first portion costs .3 percent over the Japanese long-term interest.

SUGAR PLANTERS GIVEN FUNDS--The National Sugar Trading Corp (NASUTRA) will 
Start paying today some P597 million in export differentials to sugar farmers 
and planters. Ambassador Roberto S. Benedicto, Nasutra president, said the 
amount is the share of the producers for 11.26 million piculs of sugar pro- 
duced between Dec. 17, 1982 and Feb 27 this year. It is the second export 
differential payment for crop year 1982-1983, the first having been given out 
last Dec 16 (amounting to P254 million). The payment represents 80 percent of 
the profit from sugar exports. This is the portion sugar producers get of the 
export income in excess of the initial liquidation price paid to them by the 
Nasutra before actual exportation. Benedicto said that Nasutra was able to 
pay the differentials despite the persistent slump in world market prices 
because of export revenues from the long-term contracts it entered into in 
1980. Under this arrangement, sugar is sold at an average US 23.5 cents a 
pound, almost four times the prevailing world market price of 6.46 cents a 
pound. With the release of P597 million today, Nasutra would already have 
given out a total of some P4.12 billion in export differentials from crop year 
1979-1980 to the present. The differentials are expected to help sugar pro- 
ducers cope with the effects of the prolonged decline in world sugar prices and 
the escalating cost of fertilizers and chemicals.

FOREIGN CAPITAL PLEDGED--Foreign-owned Offshore Banking Units (OBU) will "flow 
in" fresh capital into the country once they are allowed to expand their bank- 
ing operations. Joseph A. Longobardi, chairman of the Offshore Bankers Asso- 
ciation (OBA), made this assurance yesterday in reaction to reports that expan- 
sion of banking services of UBOs will not cause an inflow of fresh funds into 
the country. He said, OBUs believe that they will be required by the Central 
Bank to bring in additional capital if and when they are granted full banking 
licenses. According to Longobardi, assuming that each OBU were asked to put 

up a capital of $5 million as a requirement for operating with an expanded 
license, and that 15 OBUs decide to avail themselves of the privilege, an in- 
fusion of a total of $75 million or the equivalent of approximately three- 
fourths of a billion pesos would flow into the local financial system. This 
entry of new capital, Longobardi argued, is equivalent to about one-third of 

a normal CB Eurobanking loan, but free from interest charges and fees. In 
addition, he argued, this presumed P750-million new capital would become avail- 
able for domestic lending before the OBUs start to compete for local deposits. 
"Keeping the OBUs from participating in domestic banking activities would be 
depriving local borrowers and the country's ongoing economic development ef- 
forts of much-needed financial resources," Longobardi concluded. [Text]

CEMENT EXPORTS UP--Domestic and export sales of the local cement industry 
reached 110 million bags last year, surpassing the yearly average of 103 mil- 
lion bags the past five years. And while the construction sector only posted 

a three-percent growth last year, local cement sales grew by nine percent, 
according to Eduardo Cojuangco Jr., president of Philippine Cement Manufac- 
turers Corp. (Philcemcorp). He added, 1982 was a good year for the cement 
industry despite the sluggish economy, but warned that "our gains in 1982 
should not lead us to a state of complacency. Rather, it should make us pre- 
pare and brace ourselves for the coming years." Cojuangco said that the indus- 
try's thrust in the future is to develop the domestic market. Although the 
industry increased exports by 26 percent last year, prospects for further ex- 
pansion were slim. He made these comments yesterday after his reelection as 
president of Philcemcorp, the umbrella organization of some 18 cement manu- 
facturing firms in the country. Cojuangco explained that the cement manufac- 
turing sector's utilization level is estimated at 71.3 percent of rated capa- 
city due to increased plants productivity but low domestic demand this year.

U.S. PLEDGE FAILURE HIT--President Marcos in his latest book entitled "The New 
Philippine Republic" complained over the United States’ failure to come to the 
country's defense in dealing with the Muslim problem despite its obligation to 
do so. Since the Moro National Liberation Front (MNLF), which created the 
Muslim problem, was organized and trained outside the country and was armed by 
“a country outside of the Philippines," its entry into the country was there- 
fore a “legitimate reason for bringing into play the Philippine-US Mutua De- 
fense Agreement and obligated the United States to defend us," the President 
said in his recently released book.

MATICHON that, at present, various groups of people, including Thai 
Muslims, Thai Buddhists, MPs, scholars, professors and university students, 
have joined together to form a Thai-Palestinian Friendship Association 

for the purpose of supporting the present struggle of the Palestinian 
people and opposing the actions of Israel, which sent troops in and 

killed many Palestinians. This group held its first meeting on 24 January. 


Mr Seni said that at the first meeting, people suggested various names 
for the organization, such as the Thai-Palestinian Friendship Association, 
the Thai-Palestinian Peace Association and the Palestinian Liberation 
Supporters'Association. The work committee will meet again at 1930 hours 
on 8 February at the New Amarin Hotel in order to discuss the rules 

ard regulations that have been drafted and to put things in final form. 
After that, an official announcement will be made in order to inform 

the people in general of what has been done. 


Mr Seni spoke about Saudi Arabia and Kuwait not giving a definite response 
to the matter of the prime minister visiting the M ddle East.

PICTURES FROM VIETNAM RECALLED

[Text] The communists use chemical weapons to crush the South Vietnamese 
guerillas. This is a crime against humanity, added to meny others, as the 
exodus of the boat-people proved.... 


As this year begins, Ho Chi Minh City (ex-Saigon) looks sad, like the rest of 
Vietnam. The country, totally under communist rule, is on the verge of 
bankruptcy. The stores are empty, both those run by the state, allegedly 
assigned to provide to the Vietnamese their meager monthly rations, and the few 
“private” stores which, only a short while back and thanks to numerous 
“arrangements” with party cadres, had plentiful stocks...from before the 


"liberation!" 


More than a million Vietnamese have tried to escape. Some 800,000 of them 
left, and 60 percent of those were lost at sea after having been robbed. 
Nevertheless, the exodus goes on! Tens of thousands of men and women are 
rotting in concentration camps which Ho Chi Minh successors have renamed 
“reeducation camps"...or, quite recently, "new culture schools"... 


Thrown out of their homes, and forced to leave their goods and houses to party 
members, families are shipped in the tens of thousands to the "new economic 
zones," which are actually massive deportation areas... 


The funds which the Soviets allocate on a daily basis could alone save the 
country. They are absorbed, however, by the cost of the war and the occupation 
of Laos and Kampuchea. In order to repay the finaciers, hundreds of thousands 
of Vietnamese "volunteers" go to work in Siberia. Their wages are paid 
directly to the Vietnamese government which gives them no more than a third of 
their earnings, the balance being used to repay the huge national debt. 


Still, let us recall the day of 27 January 1973 and the huge international 
conference hall on Kleber Avenue, where the "Agreement on the Cessation of 
Hostilities and the Restoration of Peace in Vietnam" was initialed. The "Paris 
Accords” had covered everything, and the men of Hanoi unhesitatingly agreed to 
all the guarantees demanded by the United States and the Saigon Government. 
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Everything was clearly stipulated! Article 9 of the accords reads: "The right 
of the people of South Vietnam to self-determination is sacred and inalienable, 
and will be honored by all counties.... The people of South Vietnam will 
decide by themselves the political future of South Vietnam through general 
elections which will be truly free and held under international supervision." 
Nor are the other two countries in Indochina forgotten. Article 20, which 
deals with their specific case, stipulates that "The parties (signatories to 
the Paris Accords) will respect the fundamental national rights of the 
Kampuchean and Lao peoples, i.e., the independence, sovereignty, unity and 
territorial integrity of these countries." For good measure, 13 countries, 
France among them, initial the final act in the presence of the UN secretary 
general... who also signed "With a view to note the concluded agreements, 
guarantee the termination of the war, the maintenance of peace in Vietnam and 
the right of the South Vietnamese population to self-determination, and to 
contribute to and guarantee peace in Indochina!" 


len years later, to the day, on 27 January 1983, several international news 
agencies reported that very heavy fighting was taking place along Vietnam's 
border areas, where strong nationalist guerilla movements appear to have been 
established, and that "The Vietnamese air force is said to have dropped 
chemical bombs..."' Actually, the people of South Vietnam never wanted 
communism! No South Vietnamese rifle was ever turned at the Saigon government! 
(et the Paris Accords were hardly signed when Giap's headquarters was already 
engaged in preparations to attack the South. 


The indifterence displayed by the administration in Washington in the face of 
the flagrant violations of the agreements by the North, followed by the 
Watergate affair, indicated to Ho Chi Minh's successors that they could do as 
they pleased. After Richard Nixon's removal from office in the summer of 1974, 
the North's formidable armored forces, presented as a "guerilla army," comple- 
ted their rearmament thanks to massive Soviet shipments... The communists had 
nanaged to hide behind the screen of a "Provisional Revolutionary Government of 
the Republic of South Vietnam," which existed exclusively through and for 
janoi. While in April 1975 hundreds of T 54 Russian tanks, supported by rapid- 
{ire heavy artillery, were advancing on Saigon, crushing whatever stood in 
their way, the communist radio claimed that "We demand the implementation of 
the Paris Agreements, an end to the fascist militaristic policy of oppression 
.ad repression of the population and the abolition of all antidemocratic laws." 


No Western garantor of the accords intervened, anymore than did the UN. 


When Giap entered Saigon on 30 April 1975, after waiting 8 days for a 
hypothetical upraising in favor of the communists, more than 100 foreign 
journalists trapped in the city were forced to agree that no provisional 
revolutionary government existed and that the people of Saigon and South 
Vietnam had remained loyal to their government. Surrounded by global 
indifference, 30 years of war notwithstanding, an entire happy people fell in 
the trap of the "Asian gulag."

l. Vice Admiral Hoang Co-Minh was elected chairman of the United Front for the 
Liberation of Vietnam in 1980. As early as 1969 he was in command of ground 
naval forces which included a number of elite units... He was able to escape 
from the communists after che fall of Saigon, and for a while sought refuge in 
the United States. Together with his family and about a hundred companions he 
voluntarily left his refuge to assume command of anticommunist fighters in 
Vietnam, after integrating the embryonic internal with external resistance 
forces. Currently his forces number some 10,000 men, led by more than 400 
ranking personnel who returned from exile in Europe, Japan and the United 
States. Most of their weaponry comes from on-site recovery and from deserters 
from the Vietnamese forces of occupation of Laos and Kampuchea. Their main 
deployment areas are along the borders of the latter countries, but they are 
most active in the Mekong Plain. They are currently receiving no help from any 
Western country. They subsist and are supplied thanks to voluntary contribu- 
tions from the Vietnamese diaspora which is seeming to organize a battle front, 
whose aim is...To expel the communists from all of Vietnam" and to "reestablish 
freedom"...by "crushing and dissolving the Vietnamese Communist Party." 


2. Immediately following the seizure of Saigon, the population was ask by the 
conquerors to participate "in a spirit of joy" to the beautification and 
cleanup of the city. Led by unenthusiastic "sympathizers," the "volunteers" 
cluttered streets and squares once a week...then every 15 days, and finally 
once a month... Today even party cadres have lost faith in the project! The 
people of Saigon who are still taking part in such corvees come more for the 
sake of meeting friends and receiving news from abroad, true or false, than out 
of loyalty for the powers that be whom they hate! 


3. That is what "Saigon the beautiful," "Saigon the happy," the city whose 
traffic was worse than that of Paris, has become. The stores are empty. The 
big market, which was a true caravanserai, has become nothing but a series of 
deserted hangers in which nothing more than a few root crops are for sale. 
Rice, like everything else, is rationed. The shelters have been closed and the 
disabled and even the lepers are left unattended and manage to survive only 
thanks to the alms of a population which itself lives in misery. Hospital 
patients must furnish their own drugs bought on the black market from those who 
receive care packages from abroad. Looking at this photograph, a Vietnamese 
student, who had managed to escape from Saigon several months ago, said: "Look 
at this tramp. He is a Southern war veteran and one of the few truly 
"liberated" Vietnamese. He can afford to abuse the police. He has nothing 
left to lose... He cannot sink any lower...He is the true prototype revised 


and corrected by the Marxists.” 


4. The “liberators” who came to Saigon from the North discovered an unfamiliar 
universe. Window shops bathed in lights and stores full of all sorts of goods 
and items from all over the world. Shelves were breaking under the weight of 
vegetables, fruits and flowers. Today the people of Saigon line up everywhere 
and for everything. The monthly ration points, which entitle their owners to 
meager rations are frequently not honored. 





5. Having sold everything in vain for the sake of leaving their country, 
entire families, deprived of all resources, are forced to live on the sidewalks 
which have become their home. Every year exiled Vietnamese send $45 million 
worth of parcels to relatives “back home.” The communist officials who have 
made a market of this operation, charge $4,000 per person for “departure 


right.” 


6. The Mac Dinh-chi Cemetery is one of the largest in South Vietnam. As the 
city grew it found itself surrounded by urban areas. The communists are very 
interested in its 100 hectares. Umable to raze it to the ground, the city 
authorities organized its systematic looting by "uncontrolled elements."

GOLD SMUGGLING 'PRINCESS' SENTENCED TO LONG PRISON TERM

{[Article: "Hanoi People's Court Sentences Gold Smuggling ‘Princess’ to 15 
Years of Prison") 


[Text] An itinerant small trader, Nguyen Thi Mui became a stall owner in 
Dong Xuan Market. There, Mui lost no time in engaging in illegal business. 
Many times, she smuggled from 20, 30 to 100 kilograms of opium. When she 
began to accumulate much money, she realized that opium smuggling was 
moderately profitable but highly vulnerable. Then she switched to dealing 

in gold and dollars. She instantaneously became well-off--just like a kite 
in a favorable wind. She has spent 25,000 dong on repairing a local Catholic 
church, 42,000 dong on acquiring an old house on Hang Khoai Street and on 
updating it into a nice 3-story building, and tens of thousands of dong on 
acquiring other houses on Lien Tri Street and on buying luxurious amenities. 
The lifestyle of Mui's family became one of leisure and licentiousness. Her 
surrogates often referred to her as the "red-clad, green-clad princess," 

an allusion to the fact that she had plenty of gold and dollars. Once, with 
a straight face, she told a number of people who lived on the same street 
with her, “I'm afraid of no one. With money, I can even buy off angeis.” 


Her arrogant behavior and her illegal speculation in gold and dollars have 
incurred the hatred of many people. Nguyen Thi Lien, of 122 Hang Buom, used 
to come to her house to sell and buy illegal goods. 


Acting on information supplied by the people, public security officials 
conducted an investigation and tracked down the illegal traders. 


One day, Nguyen Thi Lien dressed in her best clothes was arrested at her 
home by public security agents as she prepared to go out to ply her trade. 
A nouse search turned up a number of illegal goods, including gold, saccharine, 


and $5,000 in $50 banknotes. 


Acting on Nguyen Thi Lien's statement, public security officiais searched 
Nguyen Thi Mui’s house at 23, Hang Khoai Street, and found a cache of over 

18 gold taels and many other illegal goods. Before the Hanoi people's court, 
Mui’s accomplices and prosecution witnesses said that, in the past few years, 
Nguyen Thi Mui has received hundreds of thousands of dong in ftoreign currency, 


and has illegally exported gold. 





[In keeping with the law, the Hanoi People’s Court has sentenced Nguyen Thi 
Mui to 15 years in prison, and confiscated over 18 gold taels and the house 
on Lien Tri Street (bought with the illegally earned money), and fined her 
50 ,000-dong Nguyen Thi Lien was sentenced to 8 years in prison, over 11 gold 
taels, and 50 U.S. banknotes, in the $100 category were confiscated, and she 


was fined 50,000-dong.

THIEVES PUNISHED--Nguyen Huu Nam, manager of the explosives warehouse of 

the Communication Materials Production Enterprise of the Thanh Hoa Communica- 
tion Service, and Luu Van Thuc, a security guard, have been in collusion with 
elements outside the warehouse in the theft explosive materials stored there. 
From May 1981 to January 1982, Nam and Thuc stole 29,100 copper detonators, 
72.5 kgs of explosives, and 500 meters of slow-burning fuse, and sold them 

to Loi Xuan Tuat, Le Quang Trung, Bui Van Thanh, and Bui Thi Chuyen. They 
have covered the theft with false leads--for instance, the destruction of 
warehouse locks by alleged burglars--to obstruct the investigation. The court 
has handed down the following sentences: Nguyen Huu Nam, 17 years in jail 
plus a 5,000-dong fine; Luu Van Thuc, 10 years in jail plus a 3,000-dong fine; 
Loi Xuan Tuat, 8 years in jail plus a 4,000-dong fine. Luu Quang Trung, Bui 
Van Thanh and Bui Thi Chuyen, from 3 to 4 years in jail, and a 2,000-dong 
individual fine. Furthermore, the defendants were made to compensate the 
state for the explosive materials they have stolen.

(Text|] In September, 1980, the Haiphong branch of the Customs Department sent 
a work team onto the ship "Haiphong" of the Vietnam Ocean Shipping Corporation 
(Vosco) to "disseminate customs regulations and, at the same time, conduct an 
inspection of a few seamen's cabins of a representative nature” before the 
ship sailed for Japan. The ship's captain gave his consent for this to be 
done. However, as customs cadres were inspecting the cabins of two seamen, 
the captain requested to see the order issued by the chief of the Haiphong 
branch of the Customs Department instructing customs personnel to inspect his 
ship. Because customs personnel had no "order," the captain of the ship did 
not allow the customs cadres to continue their inspection because he 
maintained that the action being taken by the customs agency was "against the 
law,'’ even though the customs cadres explained that the inspection was routine 
and that the customs agency has the authority to inspect ships engaged in 
foreign trade without requiring a ship inspection order. 


Nevertheless, the captain of the ship “Haiphong” stubbornly refused to allow 

istoms cadres to continue to carry out their task. In order to avoid 
creating an unnecessary tense situation, the customs cadres terminated their 
inspection of the ship and, together with the ship's captain, drew up a report 
“verifying” what had taken place. 


In the history of the Vietnam customs organization, this was the first time 
the ship’ d ¢ fa Vi se ship at that prevented 
tnNat a ship s captain, and a captain of a Vietnamese ship at that, prevented 
customs cadres from inspecting his ship. 


[In light of this incident, we have presented below a number of thoughts in the 
hope of helping to clarify the authority of the customs agencies in inspecting 
ships of our country and of foreign countries that are engaged in foreign 


trade. 
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I, Understanding the Matter. 


Ships engaged in foreign trade are the subject of Article 10 of the current 
Customs Statutes of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam (promulgated by Council 
of Ministers’ decree number 3/CP dated 27 February 1960). In our opinion, 
cean freighters of Vietnam and foreign countries, ocean freighters of foreign 
countries that have been permitted by the government of the Socialist Republic 
Vietnam to register at the seaports of Vietnam and fly the Vietnamese flag 
but which are actually owned by other countries and other ships of Vietnam and 
foreign countries (fishing ships, scientific-technical research vessels and so 
forth), with the exception of the various types of military vessels of Vietnam 
ind toreign countries, are subject to the supervision and management of the 
customs agencies (Article 1, the Customs Statutes). As a result, the above 
nentioned ships must go through customs procedures and are under the 
supervision of customs agencies when leaving, when permitted to pass’ through 
r when operating within the territorial waters of Vietnam or at anchor in the 
eaports of Vietnam. The purposes of this are as follows: 


insuring that ships engaged in foreign trade comply with the regulations

: Vetermining the cargo, baggage and passengers being transported on ships

However, in our opinion, in order to correctly fulfill the fusctions, tasks 
and authority of the customs agencies when supervising and managing ships 
engaged in foreign trade, it is necessary to differentiate between the 
following two specific cases: 


First, the customs agency coordinating with the Joint Inspection Group to 
Carry out initial customs procedures when ships are arriving with imports and 
when ships are departing with exports. 


Secondly, the customs agency inspecting ships \t anchor within port areas, 
ships on their way from port piers to the open sea and ships permitted to pass 
through or operate within the territorial waters of Vietnam. 


[hese are routine measures that are internationally practiced by the customs 
organizations of all countries with regard to domestic and foreign ships 
engaged in foreign trade; however, the nature and the specifics involved in 
these measures differ, consequently, legal procedures also differ. 


II. Legal Procedures and the Order of Legal Proceedings in the Inspection of 
Ships Engaged in Foreign Trade. 


1) Case 1: the inspection of ships of our country and foreign countries with 
regard to their compliance with customs laws and the other laws related to 
ships engaged in foreign trade. 


In this case, the customs agencies have the authority to compare the cargo of 
the ship and the baggage of its crew and passengers (if any) with the 
declarations made on customs papers in order to uncover incorrect declarations 
or items that were not declared. And, depending upon requirements, the 
customs agency can inspect all or individual compartments of the ship (the 
engine room, the ship's holds, the compartments of the crew and so forth) in 
search of cargo, foreign currency or baggage being brought into or taken from 
the country illegally. In this case, the other members of the Joint 
Inspection Group (port security, public security, public health and so forth) 
can board and leave the ship, leaving customs personnel behind to continue 


their task: of course, in this case, an investigation must be conducted to 
assess the situation first, proceed cautiously and have the prior approval of 
the commander for the plan being implemented. Every inspection of customs

ARTICLE DESCRIBES GROWTH OF QUANG NAM-DA NANG EXPORTS 
Hanoi NGOAI THUONG in Vietnamese Dec 80, pp 32-34 


[Article by Thanh Nhan: "Five Years of Export Activities in Quang Nam-Da 
Nang" | 


‘Text | Following its total liberation, Quang Nam-Da Nang as well as _ many 
other provinces in the South began to export goods in 1976, the first year of 
the second 5-year plan (1976-1980). Having concluded this 5-year plan, a look 
backward shows that the exports of Quang Nam-Da Nang have developed 
Significantly. During the 5 years, the province contributed for exportation 
goods worth nearly 80 million dong. Export activities have begun to develop 
the economic strengths of the locality and have, to some extent, stimulated 
local economic development. On the basis of the results that have been 
achieved, Quang Nam-Da Nang is trying to focus its efforts on making strong 
strides forward in export activities under the 1981-1985 five year plan. 


The Initial Efforts 


By 1980, the value of Quang Nam-Da Nang's exports had increased by 
approximately four times compared to 1976, which was the first year in which 
the province exported goods. Quang Nam-Da Nang's per capita value of exports 
exceeded 16 dong per year in 1980, with some places recording rather high 
iverages, such as 40 dong in Hoi An City and 30 dong in Tra My District. In 
particular, during the 1979 New Year's Tet, only 3 years after initiating its 
export operations, Quang Nam-Da Nang Province, the land of "the loyal, brave 
and determined American killers," was presented with a floral wreath by 
President Ton Duc Thang as an award for its achievements in export activities. 


Some of the important reasons for the results achieved by Quang Nam-Da Nang in 
its export activities over the past 5 years have been the close link 
established between exports and the local economy, the development of the 
province's strengths in its agriculture, tropical forestry, ocean resources, 
industry and handicraft trades and the existence of seaports suited to the 


shipping and receiving of exports and imports. In each of the past 5 years, 
the locality's export items list has always included agricultural, forestry, 
marine and handicraft products. Generally speaking, all groups of exports, 


with the exception of marine products, have increased over the years, with 
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some groups, such as handicraft products, increasing rather rapidly. In 
addition to cinnamon and raw silk, which are traditional local products, Quang 
Nam-Da Nang has, over the past several years, developed the strengths of its 
economy and developed the production, in relatively large quantities, of 
several exports of relatively high value, such as bamboo shades, fresh 
pineapples and eucalyptus oil. The exported bamboo shade trade was introduced 
in Quang Nam-Da Nang in 1976 in order to make use of the abundant raw 
materials and labor of the locality. In only 5 years of development, Quang 
Nam-Da Nang has become one of the localities that exports the most bamboo 
mades in the country. Although they have not been in production for very 
ong, the bamboo shade production installations have diligently delved into 
researching and improving their production technology and tools in order to 

rise their labor productivity and product quality; many of Quang Nam-Da 
\ang's new sample products are liked and have been ordered by foreign 


sstomers. Jeveloping upon the strengths that lie in its arable land and 
‘imate, which are suited to the cultivation of pineapples, and in its 
nvenien! ated seaport, Quang Nam-Da Nang has established four state 
ineappl rm measuring more than 1,000 hectares; in 1979, it exported its 
fresh pr nearnles, more than 300 tons, and, in 1980, it exported more 
than) =1,000 tons of high quality pineapples which were praised by foreign 
tomers. These initial results have opened the prospect of making 
Ineapple (jor agricultural export of the locality. Since 1979, the Quang 
‘ Ua Nang Pharmaceuticals Enterprise has been producing exported Gold Star 
icalyptu '; the province is self-sufficient in a portion of the essential 
il used to make this product. 
ct have shown that the export activities ot Quang \am-Da Nang have helped 
tamulat ocal economic development.

The results that have been achieved in the export activities of Quang Nam-Da 
Dang over the past % years have always been linked to the close guidance 
provided by the provincial party committee and the provincial people's 
committee aud to the participation of the sectors, districts, production 
installat.ons and people of the _ province. In order to implement the 
resolutions of the provincial party committee concerning export activities, 
the provincial people's committee annually holds a symposium to review the 
implementation of the exports plan and assign the plan for the next year to 
the various sectors, districts and cities. The province always provides close 
guidance in the process of implementing these plans. Export activities are 
increasingly becoming a mass movement in Quang Nam-Da Nang ”: vince. Today, 
installations producing export goods extend from the municipaiity of Da Nang 
to all the districts of the province. The province now has more than 40 
production installations employing more than 10,000 specialized laborers in 
the production of handicraft products for exportation; this figure does not 
include the laborers within agriculture or the laborers harvesting raw 
materials. Of the 230 agricultural cooperatives of the province, about 100 
are participating in the production of export goods. 


[lo Bring About New Stages of Development: 


lhe export activities of Quang Nam-Da Nang during the past severa! years, 
although they have been developed on the basis of the local economy, have only 
been based on the development of the economic strengths of the locality to a 
certain desree. The value of Quang Nam-Da Nang's exports has increased at a 
rather high rate in recent years but, because of the province's low starting 
point, the absolute value of its exports is still low. The value of export 
goods oniy accounts tor 6.1 percent of the output value of local industry, 
agriculture and forestry. In the production and mobilization of exported 
materials, (Quang Nam-Da Nang also faces difficulties beyond its control, such 
as a shortage of investment capital, a shortage of fuel and electricity for 
production, a shortage of cash with which to purchase export goods, a shortage 
of packaging material and warehouse space, difficulties with roads, etc. 
However, it must be mentioned that the province also has_ subjective 
shortcomings and weaknesses. These include the lack of a true understanding 
of export activities on the part of the entire party organization and _ each 
cadre and party member. There are some districts that adopt a large export 
plan each year but which, in actuality, only complete a very low percentage of 
their plan. Ihe abilities of the local foreign trade apparatus and the 
qualifications of cadres are still limited, consequently, they cannot fulfill 
their role as the command staff of the province, cannot organize the 
performance of export tasks, etc. 


At the start of this 5-year plan (1981-1985), Quang Nam-Da Nang adopted an 
exports plan and guidelines that call for raising the value of the province's 
exports 3.6 times by 1985 compared to 1980. At the same time, it will bring 
about a change in the structure of its export goods, raising the value of 
agricultural, forestry and marine products to 70 percent of the total value of 
the locaiity'’s exports; although they will continue to increase in terms of 
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their absolute value, handicraft products will decline to 30 percent of the 
total value of the locality's exports. 


In the years ahead, Quang Nam-Da Nang will focus its efforts on strongly 
ieveloping the production of several agricultural products in order to achieve 
i large output exported and a high export value. The amount of area under the 
ultivation of pineapples within the province will be increased to 5,000 
ectares by 1985 so that the province can export 5,000 tons of fresh 
pineapples and send tens of thousands of tons for processing. At present, the 
province has planned pineapple cultivation areas for state farms and for the 
collective and private sectors in an effort to expand the amount of area under 
the cultivation of pineapples to 10,000 hectares in areas that lie from 30 to 
LOO kilometers from the port of Da Nang. Sericulture is a traditional trade 

Quang Nam-Da Nang. The province now has 1,200 hectares of mulberries in 
i4i Loc, Dien Ban and Duy Xuyen Districts along the Thu Bon River; by 1985, it 
plans to have 9,000 hectares of mulberries in order to produce at least 300 
ns of pure white, raw silk which, if it meets all export standards, is worth 
» to 30 million dong per 100 tons and will become a major export product of 
the province. Quang Nam-Da Nang has also planned for the cultivation of 8,000 
vectares ot peanuts each year, which includes the zoning of a 4,000 hectare 
specialized tarming area to produce 300 tons of whole peanuts for exportation.

PHU KHANH REVIEWS ACHIEVEMENTS, SETS 1983-1985 GOALS

Article by Dang Minh Phuong: '' Phu Khanh Party Organization Congress 
(2nd Session) -- Exploiting to the Highest Degree the Potential Capabilities 
of Labor, Land, Forests and the Sea''] 


Text] In reviewing the fulfillment of the goals that had been set by the last 
congress toward the end of 1979, the 3rd Party Organization Congress of Phu 
Khanh Province (2nd session) recently made a unanimous confirmation: the 
party organization was leading the people in the province in scoring great 
achieverrents of many aspects in building; economic, cultural and social de- 
velooment; transforming the old and building the new socialist production re- 
lationshios; maintaining political security, order and social security; and par- 
ticularly agricultural production, with outstanding achievements made on this 
front. By taking such measures as intensive cultivation, increase of culti- 
vated area and distribution of labor, the province raised the crop-growing 
area from 00,000 hectares in 1975 to nearly 110,000 hectares in 1982, 
brought a relatively stable life to more than 70,000 people living in the areas 
»f newly-opened land, achieved another degree of settled farming and settled 
life for more than 30,000 people among the highland minorities, increased by 
more than 10,000 hectares the area of ricefieles being watered, created many 
cooperatives whose rice crop yields ranged from 8 to 11 tons of paddy per 
hectare per year and a number of agricultural production cooperatives that 
successfully combined themselves with industry, further developed small in- 
dustry and handicrafts and raised the value of combined agricultural! and in- 
dustrial output higher and higher as in the case of such cooperatives as Dien 
\n, Hoa Binh, etc. The formula for extending the cultivated area by which 
the agricultural cooperatives in the delta would build their |'' second installa- 
tion’ in the highlands brought about good economic results for the first time. 
The efforts to concentrate its leadership energy on the agricultural front, to 
restore and develop production and to transform the old production relation- 
ships and to build the new socialist ones have helped Phu Khanh to resolve for 
the first time the grain and food problem in a province whose rural areas had 
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heen seriously damaged during the war and had suffered for many years from 
shortages of grain. Since 1977, Phu Khanh has been able to satisfy its own 
need for grain and aas been making larger and larger yearly contributions to 
the state, thus becoming a province in the South that has fulfilled to a high de- 
gree its grain obligation. In 1982, it boosted its obligation to 20 percent of 
the province's total grain production. The great victory on the grain front 
had an important significance in many aspects and created a springboard for 
developing other aspects of production. Since 1981, Phu Khanh has begun to 
strongly switch to planting more industrial crops and to make new progress 
in the development of industry, small industry, handicrafts, fishery and for- 
estry; built a socialist commercial network; maintained a balance in its bud- 
get and cash spending for many consecutive years; and quickly increased the 
value of export of goods while making steady steps forward. 


The Phu Khanh Party Organization Congress also sternly reviewed the short- 
comings in leadership that had limited the gains, particularly the ones on the 
distribution and circulation front and having to do with neglecting the transfor- 
mation of privately-operated commerce, letting the free market encroach on 
the organized market, etc. About the reasons behind such shortcomings, the 
congress emphasized the following ones: failing to fully understand the com- 
mon party line and party economic line during the transitional period; failing 
to uphold the stand of the worker class in practical action; shortcomings and 
weaknesses still existing in the leadership over organizing the implementation 
oi the line and policy and organizational wurk having to do with cadres. 


To satisfy the basic socioeconomic needs that the 5th Party Congress has set 
forth and the recent VCP Central Committee resolutions have ment*ioned, on 
the basis of the actual conditions of the locality, the congress had strong dis- 
cussions about the socioeconomic goals that Phu Khanh must attain in the 

1983-1985 period with the highest degree of self-sufficiency and about the lo- 
cality's potential capabilities that must be exploited. Pp 


Phu Khanh is a province that has many precious assets in terms of land, for- 
ests, the sea and abundant sources of labor; is one of the provinces that are 
in a strong position to fully develop their agriculture, forestry, fishery and 
processing industry; can create a diversified production, with many additional 
products for export; and at the same time can contribute to a redistribution of 
labor and a rational distribution of the population. It has 171,000 hectares of 
agricultural land, 42 percent of which being land for rice growing, nearly 26 
percent for subsidiary food crops and short-term industrial crops, 15 percent 
being capable of accommodating fruit trees and nearly 5 percent possibly for 
long-term industrial crops; in addition, there are about 50,000 hectares of 
meadows and 10,000 hectares of ponds and lakes. With this land asset, it can 
plan many kinds of crops and many production seasons per year and greatly 








develop animal raising. But the way labor is currently used and production 
organized does not allow a good exploitation of this potential yet. The prov- 
ince's 71 percent of the work force doing agricultural work has so far exploit- 
ed only 110,000 hectares of crop land. Consequently, Phu Khanh sets the 
goal of exploiting by 1985 15,000 additional hectares of coastal land and 
10,000 hectares of land on the hills and in the western part of the province; 
improving and using 15,000 hectares of natural grassland, raising the total 
area of crop-growing land to 150,000 hectares; establishing specialized- 
cultivation zones to cover 50,000 hectares of rice-growing land, including 
15,000 hectares where crop yields will be 9-10 tons per hectare, 45,000 hec- 
tares of subsidiary food crops and 26,000 hectares of industrial crops, in- 
cluding 10,000 hectares of sugar cane, 6,000 hectares of coconut, 3,000 hec- 
tares of tobacco, 3,000 hectares of castor-oil plant, etc.; striving to raise 
the grain production converted to paddy equivalent to 400,000 tons; and paying 
attention to full development of animal raising, mostly the raising of cows 

in the zones of new land. Phu Khanh has about 400,000 hectares of forest 
land that need to be covered with newly-planted trees, but only .5 percent of 
the social uork force is now engaged in forestry; it has 400 kilometers of 
coastline and a great potential source of marine products, but as not enough 
‘obs are available, only 5.3 percent of the social work force is currently en- 
gaged in sea-related occupations. In the coming years, it will be actively 
redistributing its population, dividing labor, investing manpower in forestry 
by afforesting 3,000 hectares of land and planting 15 million trees on an indi- 
vidual basis, catching 39,000 tons of marine products, planting and growing 
marine products in more than 2,000 hectares of water and stepping up the 
economic association between districts in the delta and in the highlands, so as 
to exploit with the highest degree of effectiveness the province's abundant po- 
tential capabilities in connection with its land, forests, sea and manpower. 


Since Phu Khanh has a long and beautiful coastline and thus can develop tour- 
ism, the congress also outlined a way to exploit this strength and decided to 
build the City of Nha Trang into a center of tourism. 


+0 overcome shortcomings and failures in distribution and circulation, the 
congress set the goal of striving to create basic changes on this front; wiping 
out speculators and smugglers; actively achieving the socialist transforma- 
tion of the privately-operated capitalist commerce; keeping private business 
people out of the grain, farm product, raw material and export goods markets; 
strongly developing the socialist commerce; and firmly scoring victory in the 


fierce and hot struggle between socialism and capitalism. 


Through the work of the congress this time the Phu Khanh provincial party or- 
ganization now recognized more clearly the potentials and strengths of its 
province and showed a high degree of determination and the right guidelines 
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for a full exploitation of such potentials aimed at developing its economy and 
culture and building it into a prosperous and beautiful place. About the ideo- 
logical and organizational matters, the congress further heightened the con- 
cept of the struggle between socialism and capitalism in the transitional peri- 
od and of the decisive and complicated nature of the present class struggle; 
strengthened the sense of vigilance toward the enemy and the sense of respon- 
sibility on the part of cadres and party members; displayed the masses' col- 
lective ownership right toward the socialist construction and defense of the 
fatherland; and strived to build a clean party organization, one that would be 
strong politically, ideologically and organizationally and fully capable of lead-

(Text] Continued efforts must be made to resolve the grain problem in Dac 
Lac. However, we think that it is necessary, on the basis of the victory that 
has been won in Dac Lac in grain production and our new viewpoints, way of 
thinking, guidelines and policies, to focus our efforts on correctly 
developing the strengths of Dac Lac, namely, its industrial crops, forestry 
and livestock production, in order to create a new force, thereby making 
larger contributions to our country's economy and improving the standard of 
living of the ethnic minorities within the locality. 


We maintain that this effort is well-based. Because, with our per capita 
grain output of 300 kilograms, which we will endeavor to raise by a_ small 
amount for our projected population of 580,000 in 1983 and 650,000 in 1985, 
with the 250,000 laborers we now have within the province, with a federation 
of coffee enterprises of the central level, which include the Vietnam-Soviet 
and Vietnam-German cooperative enterprises, with the two large forestry- 
industrial enterprises of the central level and the various forestry sites of 
the province, with the 140 agro-forestry cooperatives that have been 
established within the province and by means of coordinating agriculture and 
torestry, by means of the central level and the locality, the state and the 
people working together and by implementing product trade among che various 
localities based on our new way of thinking, we can begin this effort in 1983. 


Therefore, in keeping with the thinking of the locality, we propose: 


he In its planning and zoning of production, the central level should 
establish Dac Lac (and possibly the two other provinces of the Central 
Highlands) as a key agricultural-forestry product export area of the country 
and adopt weli coordinated regulations and policies consistent with the above 


mentioned task. 


2. In order to carry out this task, Dac Lac will continue to try to resolve 
the grain problem on the basis of coordinating agriculture and forestry; 
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attach full importance to intensive cultivation; reorient the allocation of 
crops by increasing the cultivation of wet rice, corn and high yield 
subsidiary food crops while gradually reducing the amount of area under the 
cultivation of dry land rice; allocate much more labor and arable land for the 
production of annual and perennial industrial crops; and accelerate livestock 
production and the forestry trade. 


3. The central level must continue to make investments in order to repair 
Route 14 from Ban Me Thuot to Ho Chi Minh City, which is the most important 
commercial road in Dac Lac at this time, because the majority of the long 
distance cargo transported to and from Dac Lac each year, which amounts to 
hundreds of thousands of tons, passes through Ho Chi Minh City. Being able to 
use Route 14 will reduce the trip by 300 kilometers compared to using Route 21 
and Route 1. Large trucks must be provided to Dac Lac because all of Dac 
Lac's long distance transportation is now being provided by small, gasoline 
powered trucks. The central level should accelerate the implementation of the 
agreement negotiated with our friends concerning the Draylin hydroelectric 
power project in order to help Dac Lac accelerate the development of its 
industry, small industry and handicraft trades, especially those sectors that 
process and make consumer goods using local raw materials. 


4. In the road expansion program of the state, Dac Lac requests that the 
various sectors, provinces and municipalities of the country, especially the 
provinces of central Vietnam, Ho Chi Minh City and the Mekong River Delta, 
sign contracts to trade products and organize cooperation and joint businesses 
within Dac Lac so that joint efforts can be made to develop, build and 
supplement one another's economies in agriculture, industry and forestry.

RETAIL SALES IN HO CHI MINH CITY INCREASED

Retail Sales Network Expanded in the lst Precinct (Ho Chi Minh City)"] 


[Text] One of the pressing tasks in distribution and circulation within the 
Ist Precinct of Ho Chi Minh City at this time is to strengthen and expand the 
retail sales network. The precinct party committee and the precinct people's 
committee have decided to use the collective commerce network to deliver 
several primary products directly to consumers, especially cadres, manual 
workers, the soldiers of the armed forces and the laboring people. 


Three Commendable Changes 


First, excluding a number of retail stores and counters of the state-operated 
commerce network that are located within the precinct, the socialist commerce 
network within the precinct consists of dozens of main stores (general 
merchandise) and nearly 280 retail sales points concentrated in the densely 
populated neighborhoods and the various markets. Of this number, there are 12 
stores of the state-operated commerce network of the lst Precinct in the 
following product sectors: meat, fish, fuel, building materials, food 
products, general merchandise, the services and repair work. The corporation 
recently opened two additional sales. points selling general merchandise and 
fresh food products at the Ben Thanh Market; at the same time, it closed a 
number of unfavorable sales points, transferring their personnel to the new 
retail sales points. In addition, it has frequently delivered goods for sale 
to the agencies and enterprises within the precinct. It has also established 
more than 20 retail sales points within the various markets. Practically all 
of the subwards within the precinct have five retail sales points or more, 
which are usually managed by the consumer cooperatives. Recently, many 
neighborhood teams of the 2lst and the 8th Subwards organized retail counters, 
thereby making it convenient for consumers to purchase a number of essential 
products at any time of day and at fair prices without having to go far from 
their homes. As regards products sold under ration standards, ever since the 
day that the Level II commerce network turned over to the precinct the task of 
distributing these goods at retail counters, cadres, manual workers and their 
dependents have been able to purchase rationed goods more conveniently and 
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have received their purchases, which are properly packaged and weighed, 
rapidly. 


Secondly, consumers feel peace of mind when they purchase vegetables and fruit 
from the socialist commerce network and purchase goods sold at the _ retail 
sales points, where prices are posted and goods are sold at posted prices, 
where purchases are accurately weighed and product quality is guaranteed, 
where few products are fake and prices are slightly lower than on the free 
market. Recently, the General Merchandise Retail Sales Corporation of the 
precinct has focused its efforts on purchasing goods within the state-operated 
sector and signed economic contracts with dozens of localities and 
enterprises, as a result of which it has easily established stable sources of 
high quality, reasonably priced goods. In order to obtain additional food 
products, the purchasing station of the precinct's state-operated commerce 
network, by means of fair trade and two-way transportation, purchases marine 
products in the coastal area of Thuan Hai and hogs in the western provinces, 
which are brought back, slaughtered and sold to the people of the precinct 
through the retail network at prices about 10 percent below market prices. 
During the 3rd quarter of last year, retail sales accounted for nearly 85 
percent of total sales and were twice as high as during the lst quarter. 
Practically all of the retail stores and sales points of the General 
Merchandise Commerce Corporation have met and exceeded their plan norms on 
purchases and sales. One strength of cooperative commerce is that is is close 
to and understands the needs and aspirations of consumers. Consumers view 
sales personnel as members of their own families, consequently, these sales 
persons voice sincere opinions and are ready to "give information" so that low 
price goods can be found. In addition to collective commerce stores serving 
as sales agents for a number of products, the production installations within 
the area are ready to deliver reasonably priced goods that involve low 
transportation and storage costs to the stores. 


Thirdly, following a pilot project, the socialist commerce stores have 
gradually eliminated their old style marketing operations, begun to cultivate 
a new style of business, efficiently organized sales points, skillfully 
arranged the displays on their sales counters, kept abreast of the value of 
merchandise, displayed the correct attitude in sales work, directed their 
efforts toward supporting cadres, manual workers and the laboring people and 
so forth. Many units have begun paying piecework wages on the basis of the 
volume of business. The actual income of sales persons has increased due to 
the increase in the volume of sales. 


Three Concerns 


First, although they all have the objective of providing service within the 
area, the commerce units impede or turn their backs on one another. This is 
partially due to the fact that the regulations concerning discounts and _ the 
method of computing the distribution of profits are not good regulations; 
however, it is primarily the result of pursuit of pure profit. Level III 
commerce stores do not want to accept goods from Level II stores or even 
accept some products from stores on the same level. Collective commerce does 
not want to cooperative with state-operated commerce, the neighborhood and 
subward teams do not want to trade goods with the various precincts because 
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the commerce units on the upper level keep high quality, fast selling products 
to sell at their own retail counters and "forget" to deliver some of these 
products to lower level commerce units or do not discount them enough to pay 
for transportation, packaging, handling and storage costs. There are also 
some products received by the precinct commerce network that sometimes cause 
it to incur losses for which it must be compensated. 


There is a lack of flexibility in pricing. Some products that have been put 
on sale before their prices could be suitably adjusted have been immediately 
grabbed up by merchants and vendors who saw how inexpensive they were. 
Conversely, there are some products that have become backlogged but their 
prices have not been reduced and they have remained on shelves for a_ long 
period of time, as a result of which their quality has deteriorated. Many 
stores have stated: it is better to allow them to remain on shelves and 
suffer a loss than to sell them and be the subject of disciplinary action. 
There was one product that many units ordered at virtually the same price but 
sold at different prices. Some places sold the product quickly while other 
places still have the product in warehouses. 


Secondly, the same product in the same warehouse is bought by many different 
State-operated and collective commerce units which sell the product to one 
another, turn it over to one another and then include it in their plans, with 
each unit adding to the profit and the end result being that the product is 
priced too high and does not sell quickly. There once was a case in which a 
state-operated commerce unit sold a product to a consumer cooperative and 
later repurchased the same product from the cooperative to include in the 
products it sold as part of its distribution program. Some products are 
resold many times in this manner without ever being moved. 


Thirdly, many sales points are called retail sales points but more than one- 
half of the volume of their sales are actually wholesale transactions. 
Wholesale transactions yield much profit and turn capital over quickly. 
Sometimes, payment is not made for goods until they are sold to _ production 
installations. Therefore, many collective units have very little capital 
(some do not have as much as an average private merchant) but they still 
orefer wholesale sales and give little attention to retail sales. In _ the 
wholesale business relations between state-operated commerce and collective 
commerce, many products are paid for in cash without using the services of the 
bank. This provides an excuse for state-operated commerce installations to 
maintain that the lower level will not take delivery of goods and then turn 
around and sell them wholesale. Because its material bases, means of 
transportation and warehouses are still very underdeveloped, state-operated 
commerce wants to distribute a number of products immediately, such as fuel to 
retail sales points; however, the retail sales points cannot accept’ these 
goods immediately. Stored for long periods, the product readily evaporates. 
The main cause of this situation is also the pursuit of profit. 


The lst Precinct has held many meetings to discuss ways to correct these 
shortcomings and formulate a number of immediate plans for serving the people 
during the upcoming Tet and bringing the retail sales network to _ the 
neighborhood team level. Every transaction between state-operated and 
collective commerce units must go through the bank in order to limit the use 
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of cash payments and provide capital assistance to and create additional 
material and technical means for the basic level commerce units so that they 
can accelerate their retail sales operations and limit wholesale transactions 
within the precinct. The precinct has implemented a plan to insure the retail 
sale of essential goods, especially rice, vegetables and so forth. We will 
make full use of the sources of firewood and coal at the Long Ho worksite and 
organize their processing and their delivery to subwards for retail sale. In 
the immediate future, the subwards will assess the number of hogs within their 
boundaries and the precinct will establish relations with the various 
provinces in order to create more abundant product sources.

From Small Matters ... 


A friend of mine lost a pair of type No 15 eyeglasses. Only after a good deal 
of trouble was he able to obtain a form from the medical organ authorizing hin 
to go to an eye clinic for an eye examination, and a letter of introduction 
so that he could purchase lenses at an eyeglass store (of the public health 
sector). But when he took the form to a store it did not have any small- 


caliber lenses, but had only types No 3, No 4, or larger! 


Disappointed, he returned and kept the form until it became tattered but 
still was unable to purchase lenses. Nearly a year later, thanks to an 
acquaintence at a drug store he was able to buy a pair of lenses. He happily 
took them to an eyeglass store to buy a frame and have them installed. The 
store sold him a frame and pleasantly sent him toa lens installation store 
of the Sundry Goods Corporation on another street so that he could have the 
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lens installed. When he thought the circuitous route he had to follow he 
became angry. But then he consoled himself. He rembered that he had a pair 
of glasses with a broken frame which he had to temporarily replace with a 
Stainless steel frame and which he had not been able to repair, and also took 


it along. 


When he brought the lenses to the store to have them installed the person in 
charge of the store accepted the pair of lenses and the frame and wrote out a 
Claim check. My friend brought out the broken frame and asked to have it 
repaired. The store manager refused and gently recommended a private store 

at the end of the street, giving the reason that his store only installed 
lenses and was not authorized to repair them! My friend was a sincere, . 
straightforward technical worker who, angered by that manner of doing business, 
exclaimed, "Why don't ‘they’ sell, install, and repair glasses at the same 
place to reduce the customers’ difficulties and avoid the ‘leaking’ of goods 


at many different stages?” 


It is certain that those disappointments and inconveniences have considerably 
reduced the ardor of that worker. 


Organ X was informed that it could buy a number of bicycle tires at supply 
prices to distribute to the workers. It immediately sent someone to the con- 
mercial orgmn to pick up the distribution order and take it to the store to 
purchase the tires. The distribution order was for "Type 1" tires, but the 
store nad only Type 2. It was a matter of take it or leave it. The workers 
at organ X were perplexed: was it that when making out the distribution order 
the upper-echelon and the person in charge were not aware what kinds of goods 
the under-echelon units, stores, and warehouses had? If that upper-echelon 
organ had not been bureaucratic and had been aware of the quantity and types 
of goods, would that have happened? The unauthorized substitution of goods 
to sneak goods to the outside, or the evil of “the warehouse keeper being big- 
ger than the head man” have not been strictly dealt with. 


Such incidents occur not only in the commercial sector but also in many other 
sectors, such as the materials, industrial, communications-transportation, 
and other sectors. They have caused legitimate suspicion on the part of 


everyone. 


Recently, a number of goods shipping units have often complained that trans- 
portation fees have increased too greatly. We enquired about that and dis- 
covered that those “increases” have resulted from the fact that for each trip 
the shipper must "pay a tip” of tens of dong (if the distance is short and 
many trips are made) or hundreds of dong (if the distance is long or there are 
few trips), even with regard to the specialized transportation sectors! Even 
to get those goods out of the warehouse, ina store, or in a factory, people 
with goods must “grease palms." Some people ask why allow “tips” to become 
habitual when they should be abolished. 


Many goods shipping units and people with goods will immediately protest that 
if they do not pay “tips” (such payments must be under the table), they wili 
encounter many difficulties: when goods are delivered they are dented and 
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damaged, goods are slow to arrive, goods are missing and in disorder, goods 
are delivered to places other than warehouses, or else there is much red tape 


and goods cannot be delivered. 


Such units and people regard the paying of “bribes” as a skeleton key which 
can unlock any difficulty, regardless of the regulations and principles! As 
for the consequences of such acts, such units and people either do not know or 


look the otner way. 


Such things have exerted a very great influence on the effectiveness of state 
laws. 


to Disorder 


At the beginning of 1962 the cadres, workers, and civil servants were issued 
coupons to buy 3 months’ worth of cooking fuel (because printed stams had not 
arrived). By the end of the 3 months the new stamps still had not been issued. 
A number of people, thinking that the situation was the same as in other years, 
did not save the coupons but threw them away. Suddely the Hanoi Commericial 
Bureau announced that supplies for the current month would be sold on the basis 
of the old coupons. Many people were dumbfounded and didn’t know what to do. 

A number of the coupons fell into the hands of the blackmarketers, who fell 
"cleaned up.” A considerable number of state commercial personnel who sold 
cooking fuel also took advantage of that situation to make a profit. The vic- 


tims were the consumers!? 


Recently there was a similar incident involving the selling of clotn. At the 
beginning of the year and in mid-year the state commercial store sold a quanti- 
ty of cloth and some ready-made clothing, In general, the cloth was of poor 
quality and its color was unsuitable for the people's taste, especially the 
cloth used to make men's and women's pants. Toward the end of the year the 
Hanoi Commercial Service announced that the cloth coupon would be valid only 
until 31 December 1962, and that the cadres, workers, and civil servants 

would be reimbursed for the coupons at the stores. It also put up for saie 
some attractive cloth. The cadres, workers, and people rushed to the stores 
and formed long lines. Because they had to make many reimbursement caicuia- 
tions, and in part because they lacked a sense of urgency, few goods were 
sold. Many people who stood in line were unable to buy clotn. Afraid that 
their coupons were about to run out, they had to sell them to blackmarketers on 
the outside. In the afternoon of 30 December the Hanoi Commercial Service an- 
nounced that the period would be extended to 5 January 193 and that good cloth 
would be sold. At that time, there were only a few people in the stores, along 
with blackmarketers who "freely" bought cioth. 


The commercial sector's setting of deadlines and extension of deadlines, as 
well as its starting out with poor-quality goods and then selling good-quality 
goods and then selling good-quality cloth, afforded a very good opportunity for 
activities of speculators. 


The matter of electricity and water is also very complecated. Many families 
which share meters which record the use of electricity or water and have to 
pay part of the cost at the end of the month are disgruntled. Many families 
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asked to be disconnected from the meter, or request the installation of a new 

meter and have their consumption monitored by the state run into much trouble 

and difficulty. Meanwhile, many people hve hooked up to electricity lines and 
water pipes haphazard manner without being warned or punished. 


In daily life and relations there are many suchstories: The people reported 
an illegal act by a bad person to the authorities. The law violator was ar- 
rested. A few days later, perhaps because of the nature of the offense, he 
Was temporarily released. But then he somehow learned the identity of his 
accuser and returned to start an argument and seek revenge. The person who 
denounced him, who should have been applauded and protected, suddenly had to 
bear serious consequences. 


That is not to mention other violations, which are practically unmanaged. There 
is unrestrained cutting down of trees and building of houses along the streets. 
Bicycle repairmen (many of whom are unskilled) and bicycle tire pumpers spread 
all over tne sidewalks and charge unrestricted repair prices. Ordinarily, when 
a tailoring cooperative makes a pair of cloth with ordinary cloth in the cur- 
rent style it is recessary to wait months and the customer must pay at cut- 
throat prices, although on the door there is a large sign which says "No Wait- 
ing, No Price Increases." When we asked about that we were told that the store 


charges nign prices because its pants have pockets! 
A hecessary Tas« 


dnen one nas something that must be done and goes to an organ to meet witn the 
directors of a number of sectors or echelons, or of a number of services, ent 
enterprises, corporations, or stores, if one is very lucky one can arrange a 
face-to-face meeting lasting several minutes. If not, one is refused or must 
make another appointment. That happens again and again, until the person 
seeking the appointment becomes tired and is unable to continue! 


Recently, many leadership comrades of the Party and state have set aside much 
time to visit each railroad station, bus station, street, and production unit, 
and to enter deeply into each sector and store, etc., to better understand the 
production situation and the people's living conditions, and have contributed 
opinions toward promptly correcting the deficiencies so that the organs can 


advance to the good implementation of the policies and measures of the central

if the heads of a number of sectors, echelons, bureaus, services, corporations, 
enterprises, and stores seriously study the good example set by those leader- 
snip comrades, they are certain to realize the reasons for theose “small pro- 
oblems" and “common difficulties” and find an answer to the question of why "the 
Warenouse ceeper is bigger than the head man” so that they can decide whether 
to dismiss tne head man because the warehouse keeper is correct and strictly 
observes regulations, or because the head man is bureaucratic, is not 
exemplary, or is incapable of leading; or else dismiss the unprincipled, 
disorganized warehouse keepers who refuse to obey order from the upper eche- 


a0n . 
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Furthermore, it is very important that everyone must realize their responsi- 
bilities toward themselves andsocietys: to contribute to overcoming negative 
phenomena which are attacking all families and individuals from all directions. 


All of those tasks will make a very great contribution to consolidating the 
confidence of the masses in the enterprise of building and defending socialism 
ism, and to giving rise to a new, enthusiastic emulation spirit which is full 
of life. Those stories, like many other similar stories one encounters all 


over the country are no longer small.

THANH HOA MOBILIZES 83,000 TONS OF PADDY

| Unattributed article: "During 10th Month Season Thanh Hoa Mobilizes 83,000 
Tons ofPaddy and More Than 2,000 Tons of Subsidiary Food Crops in Paddy 
Equivalent” 


| Text} During this year’s 10th month season Thanh Hoa has purchased 83,000 
tons of paddy and more than 2,000 tons of subsidiary food crops in paddy 
equivalent. The province is urgently guiding the mountain region districts 
in harvesting, processing, and selling 7,000 additional tons of manioc in 
paddy equivalent to the state before 15 March. 


Tnus inciuding tne grain deposited in granaries during the previous fifth 
montn-spring season and this year’s 10th month season has mobilized 182,000 
tons of grain, an increase of 45,000 tons over last year and 52,000 tons more 
than the state norm (for grain within and beyond the obligatory amounts). With 
the results that heve been attained in production and mobilization, during 
the past year the province has essentially begun to become self-sufficient 

in grain, and has also set aside some for reserve stocks and to contribute to 
tne central echelons. 


Many flexible measures have been proposed to reduce the difficulties regarding 
the shortage of money and goods. The Women's Union has a movement for all 
Union members to sell to the state 30 kilograms of paddy and to make savings 
deposits “For the nappiness of our families and the future of our children.” 
The district party committees and people's committees have concentrated on 
guiding the cooperatives and peasant families in economizing in consumption 
and setting aside much paddy to sell to or exchange with the state. Thieu Yen, 
Dong Son, and Tho Xuan districts each sold to the state more than 10,000 tons 
of paddy, about 50 percent of which were sold by the account transfer, savings 
account deposit, and exchange modes. The grain sector and the provincial 

bank launched a movement to give incentive bonuses to people who make savings 
account deposits during the time when grain was purchased and took in nearly 
60 million dong, thus reducing the cash shortage. The goods funds and the 
goods obtained locally were exchanged for 10,500 tons of paddy. 


In contrast to many previous years, this year the purchasing and processing of 
subsidiary food crops has received attention. The mountain-region districts 
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have additional manual subsidiary food processing installations. The Mat Son 
subsidiary food processing plant, with a capacity of 12 tons of fibrous sub- 
sidiary foods per day resumed operations and contributed to bringing subsi- 
diary foods into the people's diet. After calculating economic effectiveness, 
the province increased the processing cost to .7 cong per kilogram of dry 
sliced manioc. Therefore, the manioc processing movements in Quan Hoa, Thach 
Thanh, Ba Thuoc, and other districts developed strongly. During this year's 
10th month season the province is fully capable of buying 10,000 tons of sub- 
Sidiary food crops in paddy equivalent, equal to more than 10 percent of the 
over-all 10th month season mobilization norm at the local level. That 
encouraged the peasants in the mountain-region districts to expand their sub- 
Sidiary food crop area for the following season.

NORTHERN PROVINCES STEP-UP WINTER-SPRING RICE CULTIVATION

{[Article: "Concentrating Manpower on Sowing-Transplanting Entire Area of 
Winter-Spring Rice; Thanh Hoa Industry Supports Agriculture at District 
Level" 


[Text] Since the end of January, following more than 2 months of lingering 
cold, the weather has gradually warmed up, creating favorable conditions for 
the northern provinces to sow and transplant the winter-spring rice. As 
early as the 3rd day of Tet, hundreds of thousands of peasants resumed their 
productive labor in the fields with spring time enthusiasm, striving to sow 
and transplant the entire area on the best schedule. 


So far, according to the Ministry of Agriculture, the northern localities 

have sowed and transplanted approximately more than half of the winter-spring 
rice area. Many localities, including Haiphong City, Son La and Binh Tri 
Thien provinces, have bent over backward to overcome difficulties in seedlings 
and soil tilling, and to accelerate the sowing-transplanting pace. 


The cooperatives have sowed in addition about over 30,000 hectares of seedlings. 
Especially Ha Nam Ninh has added 2,600 hectares to produce enough 5th-month- 
spring seedlings for transplanting the entire area of 14,500 hectares. Ha Son 
Binh has sowed in addition nearly 3,000 hectares of seedlings. 





Fostering the spirit of self-reliance, all provinces, districts and coopera- 
tives have strived to produce adequate quantities of seed paddy. Besides, 
the Ministry of Agriculture has supplied hundreds of tons of short-term rice 


varieties to needy localities. 


Spring drizzle has accompanied the warm weather. Supplementary seedling areas 
are growing fairly well. Green seedlings, capably cared for, show signs of 
good growth. The rice has taken root rapidly on transplanted areas. Due to 
favorable farming conditions, seedlings in nearly all main spring rice areas 
are robust. If only mature seedlings are used, and transplanted within the 


proper schedule, crop yield will be high. 


Nevertheless, there still remains a rather large spring rice area for sowing- 
transplanting after Tet--approximately 400,000 hectares--while the best sow- 
ing-transplanting schedule lasts only until the end of February. Tardy 
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sowing-transplanting into March will expose the rice to western winds at 

heading time, thus making it chaffy. To finish up sowing-transplgnting spring 
rice during February, the cooperatives have been running against the clock, 
concentrating manpower on tilling, and endeavoring to sow-transplant over 

26,000 hectares a day. Many cooperatives in Hai Hung, Ha Nam Ninh, Ha Son 

Binh, Vinh Phu, Thanh Hoa, etc.,...have been working day and night, bringing 
water into the fields for wet plowing, synchronizing tilling with sowing, 

and guiding members to transplant seedlings as soon as they are pulled off, 

to save seedlings in transplantation, and to ensure that transplantation density 
corresponds with variety requirements. 


Due to concentrated manpower on irrigation, wet plowing and application of the 
first layer of fertilizer before Tet, cooperatives in Hai Hung have increased 
the rhythm of spring rice sowing and transplanting. Cam Binh District has 
expanded the direct-sowing technique to appropriate localities in order to 
fill and exceed the planned spring rice sowing-transplanting area, and within 
the best schedule. Overcoming difficulties and seeking ways to sow supplemen- 
tary seedlings to meet its needs, Thai Binh has so far sowed-transplanted 

60 percent of the planned area. Cooperatives also are nursing transplanted 
rice, paying attention to preventing and controlling pests, especially rice 
blast, stem borer and leaf folder diseases. 


The Thanh Hoa industrial sector is rearranging its production activities, with 
more focus on serving agriculture at the district level. Eight mechanical 
enterprises have redefined their production goals and product planning, using 
support for agriculture, forestry and fishery as a stepping stone for produc- 
tion. Last year, despite fuel and supply shortages, these enterprises through 
active exploitation of local possibilities, produced 143,000 plowheads, 16,450 
plows and harrows, 3,800 hoes, 3,042 insecticide spraying tanks, 4,000 rudi- 
mentary transportation vehicles and over 150 rice grinding and milling machines, 
etc. Four mechanical enterprises in Ha Trung, Cam Thuy, Tinh Gia and Hau Hien 
Districts collected and repaired for use over 2,000 pairs of bovine-drawn 

cart tires, as well as nearly 2,000 broken plows and harrows, promptly supply- 
ing local major rice and industrial intensive cultivation areas with adequate 
quantities of ordinary and improved tools, and transportation vehicles. 


Correctly focusing on agriculture, the two phosphate fertilizer and phosphate 
enterprises have expanded their facilities, invested extensively, stepped up 
production and raised product quality. Last year, they produced nearly 
13,500 tons of fertilizer. 


Besides producing 1,594 tons of various kinds of paper, the 2 paper mills of 
Lam Son and Muc Son have rearranged production management, and given more 
capital and more technical equipment to a number of district-based paper 
pulp producing installations. Due to full and proper use of rush, hay, 
residue of pressed sugarcane, throny plant leaves...in the Nga Son and Ha 
Trung areas, the Thanh Ha paper pulp factory has produced hundreds of tons 
of paper pulp for supply to paper mills. 
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The two porcelain and earthenware enterprises in Thanh Hoa have drawn up 
plans to help Tho Xuan, Nong Cong, Ba Thuoc Districts...to open installations 
for making ceramics and earthenware, with locally available raw materials, 
fuel and labor. The Xuan Thiem pottery factory in Tho Xuan District, with 

an annual capacity of 60,000 products, began stable production this past 
January. Thousands of urns and vessels used for seed storage and immersion 
have been produced, to the delight of peasants. On the basis of existing 

raw materials and equipment, of additional technical investments, and of 
development of traditional local skills, the industrial sector has turned out 
three commodities for export--pressed woven bamboo mats, cigarettes and flat 


wrenches.

AGRICULTURAL-FORESTRY DEVELOPMENT IN BAC THAI PROVINCE DISCUSSED

[Text | Potential and Capability 


Bac Thai is a midlands-mountain region province with a total natural land area 
of more than 649,000 hectares, of which forests and forest land account for 
more than 435,000 hectares. Agricultural land accounts for only a little 
more than 10 percent of its total natural land area. Bac Thai has a popula- 
tion of more than 800,000 and more than 300,000 workers, but 40 percent of 
them are not engaged in agricultural production. At present Bac Thai's 
agricultural production is still characterized by small-scale, self-suffi- 
ciency production. Although there is much potential with regard to land, 
natural resources, and labor, it has not been fully exploited and used. 


Bac Thai also occupies an important strategic position. It is both the north- 
ern shield of Hanoi, the capital, and the direct rear area of two northern 
border provinces in opposing Chinese expansionism and hegemonism. Bac ‘hai 
has rather rich natural resources, especially minerals and the various kinds 
of agricultural and forestry products. In the province there are also central- 
level economic and cultural bases. Those are advantages which, if closely 
combined with the local economy, will enable the good exploitation of the 
strengths of a midlands-mountain region province. 


With the structure of contracting out rice output to workers, during the past 
year Bac Thai's agricultural production achieved notable accomplishments during 
the past year. In 1982 the grain output amounted to 203,000 tons, which sur- 
passed the norm set by the third congress of the provincial party organization 
and was the year with the greatest grain output ever. Nearly all of the dis- 
tricts and cities attained and surpassed their grain production norms. Dai Tu 
District attained an average two-crop rice yield of 52.9 quintals per hectare. 
In the province as a whole 97 cooperatives attained one-crop yields of more 
than 30 quintals per hectare. In practically all districts the "increased 
output” transplanting guidance locations attained yields of between 35 and 45 
quintals per hectare. Exemplary was the Dong Quang cooperative in Yen Lang 
Village, Dai Tu district, which attained an annual yield of more than eight 
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tons per hectare. Those new factors indicated the capabilities for practicing 
intensive cultivation ami increasing rice yields in Bac Thai by rapidly in- 
troducing scientific-technical advances and promoting the “green revolution" 

in the fields, tied in with the contracting-out of final output to workers, 
thus transforming potential into reality. Along with its victories in food | 
production, Bac Thai has attained notable advances. Tens of thousands of 
hectares of nill land and natural pastureland are gradually being used to 
develop the raising of large livestock. Therefore, in 1982 the number of water 
buffaloes increased by .45 percent, the number of cattle increased by 1.05 per- 
cent, and the number of hogs by 4.15 percent, over 1981. In addition to guid- 
ing intensive cultivation, Bac Thai positively reoriented the crop structure, 
expanded the spring rice area, and introduced new, high-yield varieties. The 
output of such industrial crops as tea, peanuts, soybeans, sugarcane, tobacco, 
etc., increased and the total cultivated area increased by 3.45 percent over 


1979. 


With regard to forestry, Bac Thai has paid attention to guiding concentrated 
and dispersed afforestation and has determined a rational afforestation struc- 
ture. With tne slogan "use the forest to nourisn the forest" we have guided 
the state forests and mountain-region villages in combined agriculturai- 
forestry production. The forestry bases have also stepped up their exploita- 
tion and processing of forestry products for export to exchange for materials 
to invest in the development of forestry. In 1982 Bac Tnai began to "use the 
forest to nourish the forest," so it fulfilied its plan of planting 709 hec- 
tares of forest and exploiting forestry products. In assigning the economic 
Management of land and forests to cooperatives, during the past year Bac Thai 
guided forest contracting-out locations in the Kim Phuong cooperative (Dinh 
Hoa village) and the Nguyen Phuc cooperative (Bach Thong village), which 
brought about encouraging results. The localities in Bac Thai Province know 
how to bring into play their strengths regarding the development of long-term 
and short-term industrial crops and therefore have met part of the raw 
materiais needs of industry and increased the suppiy of export goods. Many 
localities have restored their cotton growing and cloth weaving trades and 
nave begun to meet part of the people's clothing needs. 


The central-level industrial production installations in tne localities, the 
production of which had seriously declined, now have an upward tendency. It 
is encouraging that thanks to the implementation of tne new management struc- 
ture the Thai Nguyen Iron and Steel Combine and Geology Group No 1, witha 
spirit of initiative and creativity on the part of their cadres and workers, 
have overcome all difficulties, restored production, and gradually stabilized 
and improved the living conditions of the workers and civil servants. Leader- 
ship and guidance by the central-level enterprises and colleges in the province 
have helped tne local economic bases develop production. That is a lesson for 
us. The results of the application of the new management structure and the 
Organization of economic federation between the central echelon and the local 
echelon have neiped Bac Thai partly overcome difficulties regarding materials 


for the production of consumer and export goods. 


Creating Models as Strong Points 
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In the process of reforming and implementing the agriculture-forestry economy, 
Bac Thai has begun to create models in each area to serve as strong points so 
that their experiences can be expanded on a broad scale. In 1982 we created 
models for investment in the in-depth intensive cultivation of rice at the 
Dong Quang cooperative and assigned forests and forest land at the Kim Phuong 
and Nguyen Phuc cooperatives. The Dong Quan guidance point formed an economic 
alliance with Agricultural College No 3 and attained encouraging results. The 
average yield for two rice crops was more than eight tons per hectare. Those 
results demonstrated that the potential for increasing the intensive cultiva- 
tion of rice in Bac Thai is still very great, and that forming alliances and 
introducing scientific-technical advances will increase rice yields in Bac 
Thai. 





The initial result of assigning forests and forest land to the economic mana- 
gement of cooperative member families at Kim Phuong and Nguyen Phuc was the 
ending of haphazard forestry destruction. All cooperative families are the 
true masters on the forest and forest-land contracted out to them. The as- 
signing of forests and forest land to the management of cooperative members 
also creates conditions for implementing the mode of closely combining agricul- 
ture and forestry. Of the forest land that is assigned, some is designated for 
cooperative members to create "forest gardens,” plant fruit trees and lumber- 
producing trees. In creating such models, we have observed that the stands and 
policies of the Party and state have been applied correctly and creatively. 
Those models have served as a basis on which Bac Thai can guide the exploita- 
tion of its land and labor potential, and are also models for organizing the 
implementation of the resolution of the Third Plenum of the Party Central Com- 
mittee. The Kim Phuong and Nguyen Phuc guidance points have not only done a 
good job of developing forestry and created conditions for maintaining soil 
fertility and achieving biological balance in the area, but have also helped 
the intensive cultivation of rice. Only if forestry is developed will it be 
possible to produc e many goods to exchange for imported materials and fertili- 
zer to invest in agriculture and the development of forestry. That reciprocal 
effect creates a rational and very scientific combination in the slogan of 
"Using the forest to nourish the forest, using the forest to nourish the agri- 
cultural land, and using agricultural land to exert a reciprocal effect on the 


forest.” 
Combining the Local and Central Levels 


As it begins the fulfillment of its 1983 state plan, in addition to its basic 
advantages Bac Thai also has many difficulties. The province's economy still 
has many imbalances, and foodstuffs and consumer goods have not yet met the 
requirements. Raw materials, fuel, and materials are still limited. While 
we are endeavoring to attain the economic-social norms of the resolution of 
the fourth congress of the provincial party organization (second session), Bac 
Thai must also continually maintain its vigilance and be prepared to, along 
with the entire nation, win a war of aggression should the enemy foolhardily 


start one. 


One tne basis of the above-mentioned special situation, and in the spirit of 
the resolution of the Fifth Party Congress, the missions of the party organiza- 
tion and people of Bac Thai in 1963 are quickly stabilizing production, 
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gradually improving the workers’ living standards, maintaining political 
security and social order and safety, maintaining readiness to fight and serve 
combat, and develop Bac Thai into a province with a strong industrial-agricul- 
tural structure. With those objectives, in 1983 we will concentrate all 
capabilities, materials, labor, and capital on intensive cultivation, increas- 
ing rice yields, and endeavoring to attain 210,000 tons of grain -- 230,000 
tons by 1985 -- and an average grain outputs of 240 kilograms per person and 
350 kilograms per agricultural worker. In order to attain those objectives, 
we will step up intensive cultivation and propagate the high-yield models of 
intensive cultivation ona large scale in 1982. We will guide the agricul- 
tural sector and the district agricultural sectors in coordinating with 
Agricultural College No 3, concentrate materials and fertilizer to invest in 
high-yield rice areas of between 7,000 hectares (1982) and 20,000 hectares 
(1983). That area will ensure the attaining of 30 quintals or more per hectare 
per season. At the same time, we will concentrate on developing the raising 
of hogs and liverstock, expand the vegetable and legume areas, and endeavor 
to attain food self-sufficiency in each district and in the province. We will 
implement tne mode of “using the forests to nourish the fields and vice 
versa,” i.e. it will create many sources of commodity forestry products to ex- 
port or exchange with other provinces in order to obtain materials and fertili- 
zer to serve agricultural production, rapidly increase crop yields -- espe- 
cially of grain and subsidiary food crops -- and on that basis have ample sup- 
plies of grain and create conditions for developing forestry. In order to 
Carry out grain production well, we must first of all pay attention to consoli- 
dating and perfecting the new management structure in each base, district, 
and municipality, and in the province as a whole. In addition to the objec- 
tive of producing grain, we show all-out concern for developing such long- 
term and snort-term industrial crops as tea, peanuts, soybeans, sugarcane, 
tobacco, etc., into specialized cultivation areas, enter deeply into inten- 
sive cultivation, and create many sources of export goods with high economic 
value. Furthermore, in 1983 we will expand the scale of contracting out 
forests and forest land to cooperatives and army units. At the same time, we 
well begin to make economic use of hill land and carry out combined forestry 
commerce. In the immediate future we will step up forestry zoning and the 
rezoning of state farms, organize the afforestation of 900 hectares of con- 
centrated forests, and campaign for the people to plant 2 million trees. By 
1985 1,100 nectares will have been afforested and the people will have planted 
5 million trees. In addition to organizing the rapid planting of green ground- 
cover on denuded illsides, we will concentrate all capabilities on protecting 
and rationally -xp.oiting more than 60,000 hectares of existing forests. In 
Bac Thai there are many secondary schools, colleges, and army units, which 
we regard as potential sources of labor. Therefore, in addition to the mis- 
sion of defending the homeland we will create conditions for using those 
workers in protecting and developing agriculture and forestry in the province. 


On the basis of the direction of the revolution of the Third Plenum of the 
Party Central Committee, we are concentrating on developing Dai Tu into a 
model distric. with a strong agriculture-forestry- industry economic struc- 
ture. First of all, we will concentrate all sources of capital, materials, 
and equipment in order to intensively cultivate high-yield rice and ensure the 
solid, long-range balancing of grain from the basic level to the district 
level. On that basis, we will create conditions for achieving a new division 
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of labor and fulfilling the mission of developing and exploiting the forested 
hill land economy, with concentration on developing industrial crops to serve 
exports. This year we will carry out an experiment in Dai Tu District re- 
garding the combining of industry with agriculture, and the local economy with 
the central economy. The Nui Hong coal mine, Geology Group No i, and the Quan 
Chu tea plant will help Dai Tu develop its natural resources and produce ex- 


port goods. 


In order to meet the needs of production and construction and organize living 
conditions in the province, an important matter for us is rapidly combining 
the local economy and the central industrial enterprises in the province. 

That relationship is manifested in mutual assistance, the full exploitation 

of labor and land potential and the capacity of machinery and equipment, and 
especially the scientific-technical level necessary to create combined strength 
so that they can help each another fulfill the state plan norms assigned to 


Bac Thai Province.

SOUTHERN GRAIN DELIVERIES TO STATE REPORTED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 3 Jan 83 p 1 


|VNA News Release: "The Provinces of the South Deposit in Granaries More Than 
141,000 Tons vi Grain in the Space of 25 Days") 


[Text] Between 1 and 25 December 1982, the provinces from Thuan Hai to Minh 
Hai deposited in state granaries more than 141,000 tons of grain, 250 percent 
more than had been deposited in granaries by the same time last year; these 
141,000 tons included 63,300 tons of paddy for the payment of taxes and the 
repayment of debts. Hau Giang Province leads the provinces of the South, 
having deposited 52,347 tons of grain in granaries. The quality of grain has 
improved compared to previous seasons. 


The provinces have attached importance to collecting the balance due on debts, 
collecting taxes and collecting grain under two-way contracts. Many 
localities established high grain mobilization norms in order to work with the 
rest of the country co overcome the difficulties being encountered with grain. 


The central and local banks have tried to set aside cash with which to 
purchase grain. Many localities have encouraged the people to sell paddy on 
credit to the state and deposit money in savings accounts. In the space of 15 
days, Rach Gia City in Ha Tien District, Kien Giang Province, collected 6.7 
million dong in industrial and commercial taxes, which provided the cash 
needed by the grain sector to purchase grain. The cities of Can Tho, Soc 
Trang, and Bac Lieu have mobilized non-agricultural households to deposit 
money in savings accounts so that the state can purchase rice, which will 
subsequently be sold to them at reasonable prices. The management of the 
grain market has improved and illegal trading in grain has been limited.

PRODUCTION OF NON-RICE VERMICELLI--Thanh Hoa has a rather large area where 
subsidiary food crops could be grown, especially in its seven mountainous 
districts. The province purchases tens of thousands of tons of subsidiary 
food crops a year; however, their processing and inclusion into the main 

diet still are limited, leading not only to waste but also to a failure to 
encourage full and proper use of land for new cultivation. Following research, 
the Mat Son Vermicelli Enterprise (of the Thanh Hoa Grain Service)--a Soviet 
funded installation--has processed corn, potato and manioc flours into 
vermicelli, and has also disseminated tested recipes to cadres and workers. 
This successful processing has opened up great prospects for using subsidiary 
food crops as substitutes for staple grain, and has created conditions for 
these crops to develop more strongly in Thanh Hoa. The Mat Son Vermicelli 
Enterprise has produced 2,000 tons of non-rice vermicelli for sale to cadres, 
workers, etc., on the occasion of Tet.

COAL MINING IN QUANG NAM-DA NANG EXPANDED

[Text] (VNA) Recently, with the assistance of the Administrative Office 

c. the Council of Ministers, Quang Nam-Da Nang provincial officials held 4 
meeting with representatives of concerned ministries to discuss ways to tep 
up the exploitation of existing local coal mines, in order to meet the fill 
needs of the province's economic sectors and the partial needs of central 


provinces in the coming years. 


Quang Nam-Da Nang Province is building the infrastructure in and exploiting 
two coal mines. The Ngoc Kinh mine, with an annual capacity of 30,000 tons, 
is under provincial management. With the help of the Hon Gai Coal Corpora- 
tion, the mine has completed capital construction work, and in 1982 it 
produced 6,000 tons of coal. The Mines and Coal Ministry is accelerating 
building work at the Nong Son coal mine, which has an annual capacity of 
100,000 tons, and a number of underground passages and shafts have just been 
built. In addition to these two mines, the geologic sector has just dis- 
covered a fairly rich coal reserve in An Diem, Hien District. 


In the future, fostering cooperation between central and local echelons, the 
Mines and Coal Ministry and the province will devote more equipment, technology, 
and manpower to stepping up the construction tempo at the Nong Son mine, and 
to exploiting the Ngoc Kinh mine more expediently, striving to achieve an 
annual 100,000-ton production figure for each of these 2 mines in the next 
year or two. The Ngoc Kinh mine will complete its construction work and 
ensure compliance with the exploitation schedule. Besides continuing to build 
its infrastructure, the Nong Son mine will solve the coal transportaticn 
problem. The Mines and Coal Ministry, along with the Communications and 
Transportation Ministry and the provincial communications service, will con- 
sider updating roads and dredging waterways to promote highway and inland 


river transportation.

EDITORIAL STRESSES IMPORTANCE OF WORK SITE MANAGEMENT

[ Editorial: ''Management of Work Sites" ] 


[Text] To build the material and technical base for socialism, every year 
our state and people invest in capital construction tens of billions of dong and 
large amounts of materials, means and labor. These sources of properties 
and labor are all directed toward construction sites. Throughout the country 
there currently are 44 major construction sites of the state and more than 
5,000 major construction sites of municipalities, provinces and districts at- 
tracting millions of laborers. To properly organize and manage these work 
sites in regard to capital, materials, means, labor, technical matters, liv- 
ing conditions, etc.is the basis for ensuring higher labor productivity and re- 
duced construction and assembly costs and putting these projects to early use. 


At the construction site of Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Power Plant, after a uni- 
fied management of materials, means, vehicles and machines was organized 
and workshop operations and supply of uniform materials and structural parts 
were achieved, more vehicles and machines have been put to use, labor pro- 
ductivity has been raised and many parts of the project have progressed at 

a good rate. After having for the first time closely coordinated work between 
the work site and the locality and among the 20 units taking part in the project, 
the construction site of Pha Lai Thermoelectric Power Plant has mproved 
part of the organization of management, reduced the number of ases of 
thefts of materials and maintained labor order and sifety. The construction 
site of Tho Xuan (Thanh Hoa Province) Sugar Refinery, by properly organiz- 
ing acceptance and good storage right from the beginning of materials and 
equipment, has created favorable conditions for construction and assembly 
and increased the rate of progress of its work. The Hanoi Machine Assembly 
Enterprise, which was doing work in a number of major projects, recorded 
in an orderly manner all early data and statistics; as a result, it was always 
able to make payments and to balance accounts right after the projects had 


been completed. 
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In the management of work sites, what deserves our concern is the fact that 
the rate of progress has not been steady and the economic results have re- 
mained poor. Many work sites have allowed a substantial waste of labor, 
materials, vehicles and machines to take place. The results obtained from 

a number of investigations show that waste in construction and assembly re- 
sulting from losses, breakdowns and overuse of materials has accounted for 
more than 4 percent; from ineffective use of machinery and equipment, near- 
ly 2 percent; and from poor management of labor, 20 percent, as compared 
with construction and assembly costs. In some cases, although the factories 
have gone into production 2-3 years ago, they have not yet made payments 
for, nor balanced the accounts in connection with, the amounts of materials 
that were used in construction. Loose management has led to losses in many 
aspects: construction time being prolonged; projects remaining unfinished; 
and failing to correctly satisfy all technical and quality standards. At one 
construction site, although enough materials were supplied for the building of 
a five-story structure in accordance with the plans, because of excessive 
losses the materials that remained were enough for only a four-story building. 


A strict and effective management of work sites is an important part of cap- 
ital construction management. With a few thousands of major construction 
projects now under construction, if every work site succeeds in reducing 
some of the waste of labor, materials and capital, the capital that is saved 
this way will be enough to have tens of additional small and medium construc- 
tion projects. Good organization and management of work sites is the first 
responsibility of the units that serve as the primary contractors. Before a 
work site is opened, good preparations must be made. The sending of means, 
materials and labor to a work site must be carefully calculated to ensure 
effective use and to facilitate on-schedule construction and assembly. In the 
execution of a project, there must be plans for organizing construction and 
assembly and basic work to avoid duplication and repetition of work among 
the many units working at the same site. To protect the socialist properties 
and to maintain labor safety is also an important part of the management of 


work sites. 





The administration and people of a locality where a construction project is 
under way have a considerable responsibility for taking part in the organiza- 
tion of management of the work site, particularly in regard to protecting 
properties, fighting against negative aspects and organizing living conditions. 
The coordination of responsibilities among the units that serve as the primary 
contractors and the local administration must be reflected in centralized and 
unified leadership and supervision; through the positive regulations, all three 
measures -- economic, educational and administrative -- should be used in 

a synchronized manner. 
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There must be combined efforts wherever there are construction sites so 
that good organization and management could prevail there.

JOBS ASSIGNED TO WORKERS' FAMILIES TO DO AT HOME

[From Readers' Letters column by Vo Yen Son of Hanoi: ''Cadres, Workers 
Get Additional Jobs To Do at Home" ] 


[Text] The Mua Dong Textile Enterprise in Hanoi has let out work on con- 
tract to nearly 1,000 families of cadres and workers (more than one-half of 
them being its own employees and less than one: nalf of them being cadres and 
workers of outside organs), who are organized into neighborhood teams and 
make various goods including children's clothes of all kinds at home. In 
1982, these families made for the enterprise nearly 80,000 sweaters. This 
quantity of products considerably helped the enterprise to fulfill its state plan. 
The Hanoi Knitting Factory also fully used tons of tangled yarn by letting 
workers bring it home to untangle and then to knit into children's caps and 
clothes; the volume of such products could equal the production of a secondary 
shop. The Hanoi Industrial Fabric-Making Enterp? ise not only assigned the 
stitching of quilted blankets to its workers' families to do at home beyond the 
regular working hours but also created favorable conditions for 200 families 
in the collective workers' quarters to put together the short pieces of yarn, 
which used to be sold as discarded materials, and to use them to weave into 
fabric. Each year the enterprise used more than 2 tons of such yarn and made 
thousands of meters of fabric out of them. The Nam Dinh Textile Combine 
and the Ha Nam Ninh Fiber Recycling Enterprise have also created favorable 
conditions for hundreds of families of cadres and workers in the collective 
workers' quarters and the surrounding streets to have additional jobs to do 
beyond the hours of production by letting them stitch quilted blankets, undo 
tangled yarn, make clothes, etc. Thanks to these additional jobs which they 
did at home, many families of cadres and workers earned from 200 to 300 


dong extra every month. 


This is a form of inexpensive production that does not require the building of 
shops and factories while it allows the full use of manpower and makes con- 
siderable contributions to the interests of society.

BIRTH CONTROL IN HANOI NEZ TERMED A SUCCESS

[Text] A striking characteristic of the population in the Hanoi NEZ lies in 
the constant changes caused by the arrival of resettlers from Hanoi and the 
departure to that city of cadres, at the end of their temporary assignments. 
As of the end of 1981, the population in the whole zone has increased by 3 
times, and the number of households by 300 times, compared with 1976. 


Reflecting a population increase due to transfers, the birth control rate 

in the Hanoi NEZ is fairly high. In 1979, there were 270 newborns--a 2.6 
percent increase. During the first years of building a NEZ, living conditions 
are rather tough. If resettlers are unaware of family planning, little 

relief can be expected, thus adversely affecting the health of future 


generations. 


In light of that perception, party committee echelons and officials of the 

NEZ Building Committee have resolutely guided women to adopt birth control 
measures in order to ensure their health, better care for children, and 

more study, production, and work time for women. A birth control guidance 
committee in the zone has been set up, with the party chapter secretary as 
chairman, the polyclinic director as deputy chairman, and mass organizations-- 
youth, women, trade unions--as members. The guidance committee has built and 
extended a birth control network to organs, enterprises and cooperatives. 
Party chapter secretaries, organ chiefs, and party members have taken upon 
themselves to attach equal importance to both technical work and birth 


control. 


The public health sector has made a big effort in overcoming difficulties 

in technical equipment and cadres, and in asking the Lam Dong provincial 
birth control station and the Central Institute for the Protection of Mothers 
in Ho Chi Minh City to lend a hand with the equipment shortfall, and to train 
cadres technically and professionally. 


Extensive propaganda campaigns to disseminate commonsense knowledge about 
birth control have been directed toward the people through symposia, or 
through wired-radio loudspeakers. Along with propaganda, the polyclinic has 
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conducted drives for obstetrical exams and treatment for women living a long 
way from the hospital, and urging them to practice birth control, primarily 


using IUD's. 


Those women who use IUD's, or have gone through a curettage or an abortion, 
are entitled, in addition to the usual benefits, additional leave, and 
purchases of food and medicine. Specifically, an IUD wearer is authorized to 
buy 0.5 kg of sugar and 1 can of milk at supply prices, and to take a 10- 

day leave with pay; likewise, women in the cooperative sector where a differ- 
ent wage system based on points is applied, are entitled to a 10-day leave 


with pay. 


As of 30 September 1982, following a 2-year birth control campaign, the 

entire zone counted 678 IUD wearers and 2 cases of sterilization, representing 
27.5 percent of the total female population. During the campaign, 75.12 
percent of the total number of existing IUD's has been used, thus making the 
Hanoi NEZ the first unit in Lam Dong Province to have 7 percent of its popula- 
tion involved in birth control. Units with the best family planning track 
records in the zone are Thanh Tri Cooperative with 7.4 percent; Tu Liem 
Cooperative with 7.2 percent; Dong Anh Cooperative with 7 percent; and Nam 


Ban Town with 7 percent. 


Due to proper birth control, the population increase rate has decreased in 
1980 to 1.82 percent, and in 1981 to 1.78 percent. The estimated rate for 
1982 is 1.63 percent. 


The Hanoi NEZ has been recognized as the leading banner zone of Lam Dong 
Province in terms of birth control.

LINK BETWEEN LOW BIRTHRATE, HEALTHY POPULATION DISCUSSED

[Text] As the new year begins, let us congratulate the tens of thousands of 
husbands and wives in Hai Hung, Ha Nam Ninh, Quang Nam-Da Nang and Ho Chi Minh 
City...who have achieved planned parenthood. It is truly reasonable to assume 
that the standard of living, health and longevity increase as the size of the 


population gradually declines. 


Let us examine some data on increases and decreases in the population in our 
country over the past 4 decades. 


In 1939, which we will use as a milestone, the population was growing at an 
annual rate of 3 percent. During the 8 years from 1943 to 1951, during which 
two major changes occurred, the 1945 famine and the years and months spent 
fighting the French colonialists, the population of the entire country only 
increased at an average rate of 0.5 percent per year. However, during the 
next 4 years, the population grew at a rate higher than the 1939 rate: from 
1955 to 1960, the annual rate of population growth was 3.8 percent and, in the 
space of 2 decades (1955-1977), the number of Vietnamese nearly doubled 
despite the fact that the country was at war. Today, with our country's 
population probably standing at 56 million, the annual rate of growth is still 


about 2.3 percent. 


According to Dr. Dang Thu of the Institute of Labor Science, during the period 
from 1960 to 1970 the average woman in our country gave birth to 6 children. 
At present, the average woman bears 5 children. Meanwhile, in many other 
countries, the average woman only bears 1.4 to 2.1 children. 


According to statistical data comparing the women of Japan and the women of 
our country, on the average, 1,000 women in our country (1979) bear 2.9 more 
children per year than 1,000 women in Japan (1965). This figure includes all 
women of child bearing age, both married and unmarried. At present, about 70 
percent of the women of child bearing age are married.

Due to the high birthrate, children constitute a rather high percentage of the 
total population. According to the 1979 census conducted in our country, 42 
percent of the population is between the ages of infant and 14 years of age; 
54 percent is less than 20 years of age; and 63 percent is less than 25 years 
of age. There are seven times as many children 9 years of age or younger as 
there are persons between the ages of 60 and 69. In Sweden, the comparable 
figure is 1.25. In other words, persons between the ages of 21 and 59 account 
for 36.8 percent of the population of our country but 51.9 percent, 1.41 times 
larger, of Sweden's population. Children less than 14 years of age account 
for 42 percent of our country's population but only 22 percent of Great 
Britain's population and 20.7 percent of Sweden's population. Thus, one adult 
(21 to 59 years of age) in our country must support more than three times as 
many children 15 years of age or less than an adult of the same age in Sweden 
or any other country that has experienced reasonable population growth. 


At present, there are 550,000 24 year old women in our country. Even if each 
24 year old woman were to give birth to only one child and then stop. bearing 
children, 550,000 infants would be born in our country and the total number of 
persons in our country would still increase (the number of deaths nationwide 
each year is 400,000, the present deathrate is 0.7 percent). And, a little 
mental arithmetic shows that at this rate of increase, if each woman in our 
country (only those women who are 24 years of age) bears one child, our 
country's population will grow by 9,350,000 by the year 2000. If each married 
couple has two children (all women throughout their child bearing years), our 
country's population will reach 70 million by the year 2000 (minus the 


deathrate). 


[In our country, the largest number of children is borne by women between the 
ages of 21 and 40. The children borne by this age group account for 80 
percent of the 1.7 million infants born each year. However, one alarming fact 
to which special concern must be given is that the number of women who are 
about to enter their child bearing years is very large, more than 2.5 times 
the number of women of child bearing age now. During the next 2 decades, 
these women will be in their child bearing years and if the present birthrate 
continues, the day wiil come when our country will have to add 4 million 


newborns to its population each year. 


More than a few difficulties will be encountered in caring for, educating, 
providing shelter, providing transportation and providing jobs for these 


persons. 


Therefore, our new year's wish should be a wish for abundant health and long 
life, not a wish for many children and grandchildren. Fewer births but good 
care, this is a mandate of society, a mandate of life.

ANNIVERSARY OF RESTORATION OF BACH MAI HOSPITAL CELEBRATED

{Excerpts} In the past 10 years, physicians and personnel at Bach Mai 
Hospital have collectively overcome countless difficulties and hardships, 
bandaged the wounds of war while striving to carry out properly the tasks of 
patient examination and treatment, and scientific research. Tens of new 
departments have been created to cope with diseases and the vestiges of 

injury in a nation, which has just gone through a ferocious war. The 
departments of ear, nose and throat; oral-maxilllary-facial surgery; nuclear 
medicine; emergency resuscitation, clinical immunology and allergy; function 
tests...have been set up, creating conditions for fast and accurate diagnosis 
of a number of critical diseases. In the past 2 years, the internal medicine 
department has been divided into subspecialties according to pathologic 
considerations--digestive, respiratory, endocrine, kidney, orthopedics, 
internal diseases.... Research units under direct jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Public Health have been set up inside the hospital, focusing 

on nuclear medicine, geriatrics, allergy and immunology, pharmaceutical 
sciences, and clinical pharmacology. The artificial kidney department has 
conducted 1,000 dialyses. The nuclear medicine department uses radiation to 
diagnose diseases of the thyroid, liver, spleen and lungs; and to label blood 
cells with isotopes. Especially, the surgery department--on which the Council 
of State has conferred a Resistance Order 3rd Class for emergency treatment 

of the people during the 12 historic days and nights in 1972--has restored its 
operating room, where 2 tables had been destroyed, with 4 new ones. Dr Vuong 
Hung, department chief, said that this past December, making outstanding 
achievements to salute the 10th anniversary of the restoration of Bach Mai 
Hospital, and the 50th anniversary of its Traditional Festival Day, his 
department performed 98 intermediate and major operations, ranging from 
removal of kidney stones, and ablation of the right side of the liver to 
pacemaker installation, and ablation of the 10th cranial nerve. The depart- 
ment now is familiar with many operations, which it could not perform in 

1972, thus saving hundreds of critically ill patients. These operations include 
shunts between the vena cava and the portal vein,arterialization of the portal 
vein in the liver, total hip replacement, ablation of the duodenum and pancreas 
to treat pancreas-related diseases.... Since 1975 the surgery department has 
installed pacemakers, inside or outside the thorax of four patients. 
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Our visit to the hospital coincided with an emulation campaign to “raise the 
spirit of caring properly for patients, keeping the hospital clean and beauti- 
ful, and absolutely avoiding professional mistakes and shortcomings.” An 
atmosphere of urgency and enthusiasm prevailed at the emergency resuscitation 
department, which has distinguished itself as a socialist labor unit for 14 
years in a row. Dr Vu Van Dinh, deputy department chief, said that in 1982 

his department administered emergency care to over 1,000 patients. The 
mortality rate, lower than the previous one by 5 percent, also is the lowest 
one ever. Inspired by the example of Tran Xuan Dau, a male nurse who graduated 
from Bach Mai Hospital, and his spirit of “bailing out water to the fields 

as long as water still is available," the emergency resuscitation department 
contributed to saving tens of critically ill patients during these historic 
days. Patients affected by septicemia, respiratory paralysis, respiratory 
failure due to venomous snakebites, etc., were wholeheartedly cared for and 
saved from death by emergency physicians. A number of patients were connected 
with the respirator for periods ranging from 3 to 6 months, during which they 
were attended to day and night by conscientious physicians. 


In the past 10 years (1972-82) alone, Bach Mai Hospital has admitted nearly 
133,000 patients for examination, and nearly 136,000 patients for hospitaliza- 
tion, while 22,791 patients have been operated on. The mortality rate has 
decreased from 5.7 percent in 1972 to 4.7 percent in 1982. The average 
treatment time has decreased from 21 days per patient to 17 days. Each 
hospitalized patient received an average 1/7 laboratory tests. 


Not only physicians but also all those present at Bach Mai Hospital i0 years 
ago, who were on hand today for the celebration, could not help but take 
pride in this rapid change and growth. It is true that the vombs and bullets 
of American pirates could not destroy the latent vitality of a hospital, 
which was built, trained and tested during all three arduous wars of resistance 
of a heroic nation. Bach Mai Hospital, notwithstanding its simple name, has 
generated fine feelings in the hearts of the Vientamese people and of peace- 
loving people around the world. Here is the place where the ultimate crime 
of American pirates was recorded. This place, along with Kham Thien, Chuong 
Duong and Uy No, have become symbols of the indomitable spirit of the people 
in Hanoi, the nation's capital, and the armed forces and people throughout 
the country, whose victorious Dien Bien Phu in the air stirred up the con- 
science of the whole world.

GROWING MEDICINAL PLANTS TO HELP RELIEVE DRUG SHORTAGE

inal Plants As Strategic Direction To Take To Ensure Having Drugs To Treat 


the People" | 


[Text] One of the basic tasks of the public health sector and at the same time 
a major goal to attain is how to get enough drugs to treat the people. Drugs 
must be good, i.e., they must have good prophylactic and therapeutic proper- 
ties and be of good quality. There must be all kinds of medicinal goods to 
cope with diseases of any kinds. 


For many years the party and state have regularly issued very positive direc- 
tives in order to lead the public health sector toward fulfilling this task. Re- 
cently, Directive No 88/HDBT of the Council of Ministers on 15 May 1982 al- 
so stressed this objective: '' The public health sector must have plans for 
striving to get enough drugs to treat the people. "’ 


To satisfy this need, the public health sector must take two important meas- 
ures: on the one hand, to create sources of drugs and good drugs; on the other 
hand, to organize bringing drugs to patients quickly, in time, with the right 
dosage and quality, for the right recipients. 


Sources of drugs can be created by three methods: to import from abroad both 
raw materials and finished products; to collect in nature; and to organize pro- 


duction within the country. 


In our present situation, we must have foreign exchange in order to import 
and must have products of our own to export in order to have foreign ex- 
change; the major products that the public health sector can export are the 
medicinal products. The latter are also the principal raw materials for do- 
mestic production of drugs. And what we collect in nature are also medicinal 


products. 
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The public health sector resolves the problem of getting enough drugs for the 
treatment of diseases in two separate areas. About the large population in 
villages, we must launch, maintain and bring up at any cost a movement to 
grow medicinal plants and to use traditional medicines: to grow 35 common 
medicinal plants for widespread treatment of 7 diseases and conditions (cold, 
influenza, cough, diarrhea, dysentery, rheumatic fever, intoxication and ir- 
regular menstruation). In the other area, we resolve the problem by using 
the products of the pharmaceutical industry. 


Thus, no matter what area we are in, by creating sources of drugs of any 
kinds, the key factor still is medicinal products. These products are a way 
of escape and the strategic direction to take to resolve the drug problem for 
the people. To have medicinal products means to have everything -- to have 
raw materials and finished products, antibiotics and medicinal chemicals and, 
in the case of export being abundant, even public health equipment and means. 


But why, in spite of the fact that the direction which was set more than 20 
years ago has been confirmed as very correct and to which the central and lo- 
cal administrations have given quite a great deal of money, manpower and 
means, have we not obtained the results we desired? 


There are many reasons. First ofall, the direction for development of me- 
dicinal products has not yet been understood fully and widely among all sectors 
and echelons. Medicinal products are a potential capability. To exploit this 
potential properly and to develop its effects, we must make appropriate invest- 
ments. But so far this requirement has not been achieved to any great extent; 
meanwhile, we still wait for farmers to grow them and to purchase from them 
later, and yet even their growing medicinal plants does not exactly follow any 
plans of the public heaith sector. There are no overall projects and policies 
for various kinds of plants and animals, nor any plans for in-depth research 
about seeds, land, productivity, crop-growing effectiveness and processing 


methods. 


To make drugs for the treatment of diseases requires that we seriously study 
their effects, follow the results and have systematic clinical observations and 
scientific methods. Although we have widely popularized the preparation of 
drugs, we have failed to go into any depth so as to generate continued improve- 
ment, while we have permitted any echelons and any units to do the job without 
imposing any strict technical checking and control, which has resulted in a de- 


cline of quality. 


We have recommended hundreds of plants at the same time and required the 
same interest, but we have failed to name the important ones, nor concentrated 
on a few major plants and animals, in order to make definite decisions about 
each plant and each animal, and from there to be able to adopt and apply 
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policies in a favorable manner. The working method has been very loose, 
sometimes with people being totally free to do what they liked, without any 
central leadership, nor any coordination or necessary cooperation. 


To organize purchases has not yet been basically resolved, nor has the two- 
way contracting system been adopted, while the public health sector does not 
have materials and goods in its possession. While prices and capital must be 
an effective lever, they have usually become an obstacle and failed to be sys- 
tematically studied. 


Since the needs have not been carefully calculated on the basis of the effective 
medicinal goods, a situation of surpluses and shortages has resulted from it, 
with producers encountering many difficulties. 


Recently, as market management was neglected, there was a competition in 
connection with purchasing medicinal products for export, along with exces- 
sive raising of prices, which reduced the purchases by the state; some dis- 
honest business people were taking advantage of that shortcoming to make 
profits by practicing speculation and exploiting the growers, thus causing ad- 
verse effects on the state management system. Some localities like Haiphong 
were able to export rather large quantities of medicinal products which they 
did not produce by themselves. Furthermore, as western medicines are sold 
in the market in a disorganized manner, they have had a negative effect on the 
sales of various kinds of traditional medicines. 


The above reasons have reduced the development of medicinal products. As 
an immediate step, on the basis of such reasons, there must be very basic 
measures to overcome this situation and to clearly show the strategic nature 


of medicinal products. 


The goal is to step up the growing of medicinal plants to satisfy the need for 
making drugs for both domestic consumption and export. 


Every province will have to determine 3-5 important medicinal plants it will 
be growing as its own strength. The plants that constitute its strength must 
be the ones that can be widely grown in many areas in the province and at the 
same time can satisfy one of these three criteria: they can be used in the for- 
mula of a kind of common medicine, or can be an item for export, or can be 
an international-cooperation plant. 


A locality can study and suggest appropriate policies to encourage the cultiva- 
tion, harvest and processing of medicinal crops. To allow convenient pur- 
chases, the systern of two-way economic contracts must be adopted at any 
cost. On the basis of being permitted by the state to proceed with direct 
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export, with the foreign exchange obtained, the public health sector is capa- 
ble of importing the goods it needs and avoiding the situation in which it has 


the authority but no real power to make purchases. 


In accordance with the resolutions on market management, tne state has as- 
Signed the public health sector the task of ''carrying out unified management 
of the organization of production, exploitation, circulation and processing of 
medicinal products of all kinds, '' and the public health sector has also made 

a list of 20 medicinal products under the unified management of the Ministry 
of Public Health, which includes bach chi [Angelica anamala], bach truat 
[Atractylis alba], ba kich [Morinda officinalis], duong quy, lotus seeds, dried 
longan, ma tien [Nux vomica!, nguu tat [Achyranthes hidenata], cardamom, 
sinh dia |Rehmannia lutea], thuc dia [Rehmannia glutinosa], peppermint essen- 
tial oil, huong nhu [Elsholtzia], cajeput, gecko, thao qua [Amomum costatum], 
thien nien kien, vang dang, van moc huong [Inula], xuyen khung [Conioselinum 
unvittatum |] and y di | Coix iachryma]. 


To achieve a balance between export and import in accordance with the state 
directives and to be able to get the above-mentioned medicinal products to 
satisfy all the needs of the state, the Ministry of Public Health has recom- 
mended a formula for two-way exchange of drugs with the localities. On the 
basis of the annual plan ior distribution of drugs in accordance with the estab- 
lished norms, the ministry (through the Vietnam Union of Pharmaceutical En- 
terprises) delivers drugs to the unions oi pharmaceutical enterprises in the 
provinces (or the level-2 medicinal products corporations in the absence of 
these unions) and will receive from them equivalent quantities of medicinal 
products. Since in the last few years our drug production was not developed 
to any considerable extent because of a lack of preparations, this year it has 
been estimated that the quantities of medicinal products to be delivered by the 
localities would be equai to 40 percent or less of the value of drugs they would 
receive. if a locality has achieved good development of production of medic- 
inal products, the quantities of medicinal products beyond its obligation would 
be used freely by the locality, which can ask the Foreign Trade Corporation 
or the Ministry of Public Health to export them for it. 


The provincial and municipal pharmaceutical enterprise unions will also sign 
contracts with the ward and district pharmacies by the same formula. These 
pharmacies have three functions: the principal function is to distribute drugs 
to users in a rational manner; then comes the function of guiding the cultiva- 
tion of medicinal plants and making purchases of medicinal products; and the 
final function is to prepare the more common drugs in order to satisfy the 
distribution needs. Asa result, the commodity funds of district pharmacies 
are mainly provided by the provincial pharmaceutical enterprise unions, thus 
putting an end to the situation in which these pharmacies do long-term busi- 
ness with other district pharmacies or the pharmaceutical enterprise unions 


of other provinces. 
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To make sure to have increasing quantities of medicinal products, each prov- 
ince will build concentrated medicinal plants-growing zones, grow a major 
plant in each zone and at the same time have a level-2 seeds-producing farm; 
the results that have been obtained in this regard in the case of some strate- 
gic plants are very encouraging. 


In addition to the construction of the concentrated medicinal plants-growing 
zones and the selection of few major plants to grow in each province as its 
strength, we will have the right conditions for making more appropriate in- 
vestment in terms of not only economic means and capital but also scientific 
research and at the same time being able to adopt total and uniform policies. 
Not only will the crop yields be raised, but we will study more carefully the 
therapeutic qualities of these crops, continually improve the contents of drugs 
and from there make various kinds of drugs being widely used in the country 
as a whole and enjoying a good international status. 


The old loose working method has prevented us from having enough drugs for 
domestic consumption and for export; as a result, not only was the production 
of drugs not developed to the extent we desired, but we also did not have mon- 
ey to import other drugs. The new totally different working method will open 
the way for the pharmaceutical sector to move forward. However, since this 
involves the change of an entire habit, there certainly will be difficulties, for 
not only do we have to fight the conservative ideas but we must also harmo- 
nize the interests of both the central administration and localities, and among 


the latter. 


We cannot think of pursuing this new working method within the limits of a 
single province, which cannot purchase medicinal products within the locality, 
export them and then pay for al! of its need for drugs; on the contrary, there 
must be cooperation among all localities, with harmony maintained by the 
central administration on a nationwide basis, in order to satisfy the needs of 
each locality and the country as a whole; each province is to grow medicinal 
plants for the entire country and the latter is to serve the interests of every 


province.

DAC LAC PARTY OFFICIAL COMMENTS ON ETHNIC MINORITIES

.Text| Dac Lac is a province situated in tne strategic center of the Central 
Highlands. it shares a bomier more than 240 kilometers long with Kampuchea. 
After tne iioeration tnere were many compiications in the politicai-economic 
Situation. in cne past there were oniy adout 10,000 people in the revoiution- 
ary vase area. ine province's etnaic minority peopie now account for asout 
45 percent of the population. ‘Agricultural production is still very backward 
ard shifting cultivation and habitation is uomimaut. Vietnamese account for 
about 55 percent of tne population, about 35 percent of whom are Catholics 
wnom tne enemy forced to settle there after 19%. The enemy forced a number 
of people in Zone 5 to settle there during the U.S. Diem period. About 25 
percent of the remaining population are people who have gone to develop new 


economic zones since tne liberation. 


The fact tnat Jac uac is a mountains-and-jungie province was an advantage in 
tne creaticn of revolutiosary base areas, but it is now causing difficulty for 


socialist construction, for in those areas the remanant troops of the puppets, 
the Pol Pot-leng oar) y remnant troops, and FULRO still hide out and surrepti- 
tiously narass and sabotage us in many respects, in accordance with the post- 


War scnemes of the U.S. and the Cninese reactionaries. 


Economically, our province has relatively great and rich potentiai. Of its 


area of neariy 2 million r°-t»res, forests account for nearly 1.1 million hec- 
tares and agricultural le nearly 800,000 hectares. Red basalt soil, 
which accounts for more t: (0,000 hectares, is very suitable for such long- 


range industriai crops as coffee, rubber, cacao, etc., and for such short- 
term agricultural products as mung beans, peanuts, soybeans, etc., which have 
nign economic and export value. But it must be said that many major dif- 
ficulties are being encountered in the exploitation of our province's 
potentiai: tne material-technical bases are inadequate and were devastated 
in the war, there are serious aftereffects of neocolonialism and the old re- 
gimes, there is a serious labor shortage, and many difficulties are encountered 
in communications and transportation. For transportation, there are only 


roads, and tnose connecting the villages with the districts are passable only 
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during the dry season. In addition, difficulties are being encountered in the 
distant, remote ethnic minority areas. 


After the liberation there were only about 200 hectares of wet rice in the 
province but now there are more than 9,000 hectares. Slasn-burn fields are 
largely dependent on nature. In years when there is rain there are harvests 
and the people's lives are better, but when there is no rain the harvest fails. 


But under the leauership of the Central Committee, the party organizations and 
people of the ethnic groups in our province during the pasty 7 years have won 
victories of which we can be proud. The revolutionary administrations at the 
village, hamlet, subward, block, and higher levels are gradually being consoli- 
dated and strengthened, and their political and managerial levels are being 
raised so that they can fulfill the missions stipulated by their functions. 


Political security has been maintained in the province and order and social 
safety are gradually being consolidated. The reactionary FULRO have essential- 
ly been wiped out (there were 5,000 armed FULRO members but now there are only 


about 200). 


With regard to agricultural production, during the past 6 years our province 
has cleared more than 56,000 hectares, brought into production nearly 46,000 
hectares, and increased the cultivated area from 45,000 hectares in 1975 to 
more than 100,000 hectares today. All over the province there has arisen a 
movement for all the people to build water conservancy projects. To date 
there have been built more than 4C large and small projects which are capable 
of irrigating more than 20,000 hectares of wet rice, subsidiary food crops, 
and industrial crops. We have also paid adequate attention to guiding the 
technical and intensive cultivation measures of expanding the use of new 
varieties, tending and fertilizing, maintaining the seasonal schedule, etc., 
to increase yields from 10-15 quintals per hectare to 20-25 quintals per 
hectare. Grain output has increased every year. In 1975 output was 61,532 
tons in paddy equivalent but by 1961 it had risen to 143,000 tons, an average 
of between 183 and 300 kilograms in paddy equivalent per person in 1962. At 
present, we have essentially ended the chronic hunger of the people in the 
ethnic minority areas during the interseasonal months and the grain contribu- 
tions to the state have increased every year: from 4,700 tons in 1975 to 24,000 


tons in 1961. 


The province has eliminated the forms of feudal and bourgeo is exploitation in 
agriculture and brought more than 93 percent of the province's peasants into 
153 cooperatives and more than 393 production collectives. It has organized 
fixed cultivation and habitation for more than 50,000 ethnic minority people 
at more than 17 fixed cultivation and habitation locations. In those areas, 
the peopie have fields, have built water conservancy projects, and have houses 
and private gardens. The people have begun to have consciousness, profit from 
the garden economy, and have built a number of public welfare projects, such 
as drinking water wells, bath houses, latrines, schools, clinics, daycare 
centers, stores, etc. Tieing in the fixed cultivation and habitation movement 
with the consolidation of cooperativigation has truly changed the appearance 
of the countryside and the lives of the people ina number of ethnic minority 
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people -- such as Chu Kty and Ea Yieng villages (Krong Bong), Chu Mta, Ea 
Trang, and Krong Jang (M'Drak K), Ea Knuoc (Krong Pac), Quang Tan, Dao Nghia, 
and Dac Rung (Dak Nong), Cuor-Dang and Chu Ba (Krong Buk), Thuan An (Ak Mil), 
etc. -- have been improved. At the same time, we have encouraged some ethnic 
minority people to enter the local state farms and state forests to participate 
directly in producing industrial crops and in forestry, such as the Phuoc An, 
Ea Pok, and Drao state farms, and the forestry sites of the Ea Sup industrial 
forestry enterprise federation. 


In addition to adopting fixed cultivation and habitation, the ethnic minority 
people nave gradually participate in such forestry trades as growing coffee. 
The province has made investments so that they can produce. They have been 
encouraged to develop handicrafts. The etnnic minority people engage in ag- 
riculture principally for self-sufficiency purposes, so there is a policy of 
exempting tnem from obligatory grain sales, but we still meet their living 
necessities: their children have sufficient paper and pens for study, the 
people nave cufficient salt, fermented fish, cooking oil, etc. Every year 
they are sola cloth at supply prices, with the state making up for deficits. 
Their nogs are also exempt from obligatory sales. 


It must 
culture and education. It has essentially eliminated illiteracy among school- 
age people in tne province and developed a general education and supplementary 
education system witn nearly 332 scnools and 3,443 classes attended by nearly 
150,000 students at the various leveis. More than 40,000 of them are ethnic 
minority peopie. On the average, one Out ot every 4.5 peopie is attending 
school. The nursery school system has aiso been developed widely and is at- 
tended by 20,U00 children, a seven-fold increase over 1976-1977. 


It must de affirmed that our province has made many efforts with regard to

ince 1974 the number of hospital beds in the province increased by 2.1

times. There arm now 1,052 doctors, nurses, and pharmacists. 

Sut it must be said tnat in addition to the accomplishments we have attained 
-- wnicn are -reat and worthy of pride -- we have encountered failures, mis- 
takes, and dficiencies. The difficulties and deficiencies have considerably 


limited she victories of the party organizations and people. Culture, educa- 
tion, ani public nealtn have developed strongly quantitatively, but quality is 
still low and in some places the governmental organization is still weak and 
nas not yet ensured that the people can exercise their right to mastership. 
Tne political security situation in the province is not yet truly stable and 
tnere are still many complications regarding social order and security. 
Althougn the FULRO gang nas been heavily defeated tney still have an armed 
element in the jungle which cooperates with the Pol Pot remnant troops and ot 
other reactionaries in carrying out the plots of tne Beijing expansionists 
and negemonists and the U.S. imperialists by means of deceitful schemes, dis- 
tortions, and inciting narrow ethnic sentiments, combined with the use of 
armed force to intimidate, taking advantage of the family sentiments and 
ethnic and religious relationships, relying on a small part of the backward 
Masses to carry out activities against us. The lives of the masses are now 
more stable witn regard to food, but many difficluties are still being 

















experienced, especially with regard to the necessities of the material-spiri- 
tual lives of the people, such as food, housing, travel, medical care, study, 


etc. 


Therefore, we believe that in addition to our efforts the party organizations 
and people throughout the province must make even greater efforts, and there 
must be greater help from the central echelon. 


Many of people in many ethnic minority areas still practice shifting cultive- 
tion and habitation. The stabilization of their lives requires complete, ail- 
round investment in water conservancy projects, the building of fields, the 
building of new population areas, and the construction of such public projects 
as schools, clinics, stores, district libraries, etc. With regard to communi- 
cations and transportation, all over the province transportation is possible 
only in the dry season. During the rainy season only interprovincial routes 

21 and 14 are passable, while the roads to the districts and villages are 
impassable. Despite limited materials and capital, every year we must intest 
in building branch roads and dirt roads to the districts and villages. If the 
central echelon would help build rock-surfaced or asphait roads to the dis- 
tricts and villages, the lives of the people in the ethnic minority areas would 
be greatly imporved. As you know, our province is spread out over a larse 
area, it is sparsely populated, and its rich natural resources are concentrated 
in tne distant, remote areas. But the public health and maternity network 
exists only at the district echelon and can treat only ordinary diseases. 
Furthermore, in some places the villages are nearly 200 kilometers from the 
district seat, so people with serious illnesses are often greatly harmed. 
Therefore, the central echelon must be concerned with providing Dac ‘ac with 
a public health network at the district and tase levels. Each district must 
have at least one general hospital that is fully equipped to treat complicated 
diseases. Between villages there must be built area clinics. The viliages 
must have a public health-maternity clinic and two or three full-time medical 
aides. 


Although it is still encountering many difficulties on its path of advance, 
under the leadership of the Party Central Committee and with the assistance of 
the ministries, the party organization and people in the province are uniting 
into a united bloc. With such great economic potential, it is certain that 
with eacn step we will resolve difficulties and advance our province's revolu- 


tionary enterprise. 
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
